_ MR. JACOB SCHIFF. 


Last Wednesday, Mr. Jacopn Scurer reached his seventieth year. The 
war has set up many barriers between Jew and Jew, but it cannot obliterate 
the great ideals which they may still cherish in common, and of these ideals 
Mr. ScuirF has been and is the unselfish and unflagging champion. Even 
when we have differed from him on exclusively Jewish issues, we have recog- 
nised in him the good man and the sincerely earnest Jew, whose heart was set 
on the welfare of his racial kith and kin, and who has, throughont his career, 
pursued that object with singular and unfaltering tenacity.

MR. ZANGWILL ON JEWISH PROBLEMS. 


Few will begrudge Mr. ZANGWILL the compliment that? was paid: bim 
by his being entertained as the guest of the evening at a dinner to celebrate 
the second edition of his last great work.- There are, to be sure, some portions 
of “ The War for the World” from which many must bein hearty disagree- 
ment. But whatever may be thought of this or that section, the work as a 
whole remainsa brilliant expositionof Mr. ZANGWILL’Sgenius. Atthe dinneron 
Saturday evening there ran almost throughcut the well-nigh limitless speeches 
a general expression of the necessity for,drawing nearer the various elements 
in Jewry. Dr: BLANK, of Petrograd, insisted upon it in his message from 
our Russian brethren. _Mr, HERMAN LANDAU was no less anxious upon 
the point in his advocacy of the Jewish colonisation of Mesopotamia. But 
we see nothing of any of this,and very much of quite a contrary bearing, in 
Mr. ZANGWILL'S address, able, impressive, and amusing as it was ‘in 
many respects; Nor do we see anything in it of that clear and 
definite leading which is the voice:that alone can be of great use 


-. at such a‘time as this. He seemed anxious to pin himself to nothing 


and to take refuge, not in discriminating eclecticism but in faltering dubious- 
ness, There are two@nain questions before ‘the Jewish people at. this 
moment; and whieb the war is looked to greatly to influence. One is the confer- 
ment of citizen rights upon our people in places where they have them not.” 
‘That hasthe unanimous assent of the whole of our peeple the world over, 
The. other .is the establishment of a centre upon which there can grow up 


<effeetively..a, Jewish .National.being. That is favoured mainly by Jewish 


Nationalists and Zionists, although their aspiration is largely supported by 
many who-do not-definitely identify themselves with ‘the movement. To 
those two.aspirationsofthe jewish people, Mr. ZANGWILL devoted most of 
his address. Yet, far from giving.a practical direction to Jewish activities, 


he largely ocoupied*himself:in subjecting them to damaging criticism. Thus } 


we find him éxpressing his dissent from the principles upon which the Zionist 
movement was founded and casting grave doubts upon its practicability. He 


spoke of a new-fangled: Zionism which is neither robust Jewish Nationalism of | 


the political sort, nor'the spiritual conception associated with the name of 
‘““ACHAD Ha'amM.” <Itds something, the chief merit of which is its utter 


-nebulousness—the chief :merit, because the trend of thought which seems to 


have induced it in. Mr. ZANGWILL has led our people before now into paths 


of danger ending disaster, 


political and of set purpose non-religious. The like may be said of 
his references to the struggle for Jewish emancipation in those 
Countries where Jews are still differentiated against by exceptional laws. 
For he sets such poor store upon. political rights won by Jews in this country 
as totell his audience that Jewish interests are safest in the hands not 
of a Jewish but of a Liberal Christian M.P., and that we should be all the 
better if our. Jewish representatives in Parliament were “ combed out.” If 
Jewish einancipation has spelt Jewish “ degeneration”. in Western lands, 
as Mr. Zangwill insists, it can be only a suicidal impulse that directs 
our demanding equal rights for our people in Russia 
Poland and Rumania—an impulse for resisting which the 
Jewish forces in those countries will not 
if Mr. ZANGWILL’S words reach their ears. His solatium, in tke: 
form of a misapplied proverb does not, we must say, sct 
up any encouraging prospect for our persisting with a fight which at 
best must be arduous and painful. Of course, the fact is that Mr. ZANGWILL 
took a merely shallow and near view of what he calls “ degeneration " 
among Jews in the West, and it was that which led him to the obervation 
he made regarding Jews and their civil and political rights in the East, 
So we might run through the whole of Mr. ZANGWILL’S deliverance, and 
from it, alluring as itis as a literary or even an artistic production, find 
little of light, less of leading, and still less of encouragement in the stern 
blood and iron events with which the Jewry of the world will presently be

be slow to take credit, 


, confronted. Throughout, wherever he referred to the terrible conflict ia 


which this country is engaged as one of the belligerents, Mr. ZANGWILL’S 
address was redolent of the sortof * aloof” attitude be has taken up in regard 
‘to the war. We need go no further than his claiming for Conscientious 
Objectors moral superiority and allowing to V.C.’s only physical superiority. 
Surely, Mr. ZANGWILb& must know that it requires moral superiority of the 
very highest and the finest to risk one’s life and limbs in what one believes 
to be a great cause. It is such a belief which has animated those who 
have been distinguished for exceptional bravery, and not what he sneers 
at as “majority courage”’—the German. philosopher Nietszche, by the 
by, spoke in like strain of “slave morality '' and “ herd instinct.” What 
Mr ZANGWILL lauds as “ minority courage"’ may be the manifestation of 
the brave spirit, but it may be equally that of the merely perverse.

MR. ZANGWILL ON MR. SAMUEL. 


Mr. ZANGWILL’S references to the late Home SECRETARY, however, 
exceed all limits of ordinary fairness, Because of his attitude on the question 
of enlistment of the Russian Jews, Mr. SAMUEL. was pictured as a “ positive 
Pharaoh,” and as a species of super Russian Jew-baiter. It is true that Mr. 
ZANGWILL subsequently stroked him gently as the “kindest of men,” and 
even mentioned with condescending approval that he is a lover 
of the arts, but the person described as a sort of Russo-Egyptian 
persecutor of his own people, may place his own assessment upon 
the compliment, and for that matter, upon the more sinister language 
employed concerning him. Mr. .ZANGWILL charges Mr. SAMUEL with 
having overdone his part—like the actor playing Othello, who blacked 
himself all over. But it was Mr. ZANGWILL himself who did the blacking 
of Mr. SAMUEL, and the best that can be said for the author of the “ War 
for the World”’ on that score is that it is quite in accord with his usual 
unrestrained, unbalanced method. He must indulge in excesses whether 
t be of approval or of blame. We are reminded of Mr. BaLrourR’s 
rebuke to an Irish member of Parliament—the hon. member is constantly 
bent on blacking something ; when he is not blacking Lord SPENCER'S 
character he is blacking his boots! Mr. SAMUEL may take hope, for Mr, 
ZANGWILL has made a good start by blacking the character of one of 
the most able of our coreligionists—a Jew who holds one of the most 
distinguished positions filled by any the world over to-day. Inciden. 
tally of course the extravagant language Mr. ZANGWILL applied to the late 
Home SECRETARY must apply to-this journal, too, and we share the honour 
with the bulk of the community, for they and we were ranged behind the 
late Home Secretary in the general attitude which he took up_on 

‘the Russian enlistment ‘question. To those who remember the dark pages 
offrish history, the assertion which Mr..ZANGwiLL quotes that Mr. SAMUEL 
was “the crueHest gaoler -the Irish ever had” is as idle as it is reckless 
No-sane or responsible Irishman would -have made such an assertion 
“and its credibility is not increased by Mr. ZANGWILL’S assurance that 
“personally he quite ‘believes it. Mr.-ZANGWiLL declares that the Home 
Secretary forgot ‘that-he-was.an Englishman, and remembered “ oply too 
well”? that he was'a Jew. Mr. ZANGWILL “may be striving to a good 
Jew, but not"his most slavish adalators will belaud his action as that of a 

‘Eoglishman when, at a moment such as this, he holds up to the 
execration of the world, as a cruel and venomous persecutor of two small 
peoples, one who held and still holds high office in this country. The 
late Home Secretary had a task of admitted difficulty and delicacy. It 
was a task whose difficulty was aggravated from the first by a serious 
newspaper misrepresentation, which - made him. say, in answer to a

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A DISSERVICE TO MR. ZANGWILL. 

Mr. ZANGWILL is apparently incapable of any effort to appreciate 
the stand-poirit from which Mr. Samvuet, and with him the majority of 
his British. coreligionists, viewed the problem. All Mr. ZANGWILL 
ean. attribute to the late Home Secretary is a state of page 
at the threats of the mob and the shouting-of the yellow press, and 
a consequent readiness to “save English Jewry by the blood of 
the Russian Jews.” A more cruel assertion has never been uttered by 
one public man in this country against another. Indeed, the charge is of the 
kind that is, happily, rare in English public life. But it is, above all, untrue- 
The veriest tyro in these matters must know that it conveyed a hopelessly 
inadequate and distorted conception of Mr. SAMUEL'S motives. 50 far 
from Mr. SAMUEL wishing to save English Jewry by the blood of the Russian 
Jews, the chief purpose he had in view was to obviate the necessity for 
sending Jews in this country who are Russian subjects back to Russia, as 
the subjects of other Allies had been sent to their respective countries. At 
the sametime there was the necessity for protecting our brethren in Russia 
who have suffered: more than any other people these last twenty-nine 
months, by preventing such a discrediting of their cause as the shirking, by 
their kinsmen in England of their moral duty, might bring about. It was 
the interests of Jewry as a whole, far more than those of the English 
section—whose_ sacrifices form a conclusive? answer to all criticism—that 
moved all those who asked that the Russians in this country should behave 
like men, and should not evade service in the war, by hiding behind their 
Rassian nationality which they had long ago virtually cast off as an unwanted 
burden. Mr. ZANGWILL would have us believe, that thelate Home SECRE- 
TARY was rebuked by the “ real English Liberals.” We do not know exactly 
how he defines that pbrase, and many might differ from him as to where 
precisely the ark of true Liberalism rests at this moment. But we have a 
shrewd suspicion that the “ rebukers " to whom Mr. ZANGWIiLL alludes are 
aot necessarily to be regarded as its guardians, and some people may know 
them as actuated more by anti-war prejadices (and even by personal 
sentiments) than by the pure spirit of Liberalism as its teachers have preached 
i in the past. One word more. Mr. ZANGWILL has a better part to 
play thaii thus befouling a distinguished fellow-Jew. It was unworthy of 
him, and he ought te have resisted the temptation which the nature of the 
audience quite evidently threw in his way. Infact, helacked just the ‘ minority 
eourage " to which he himself paid such tribute. But these shortcomings of 
his, in regard especially to national politics, do not render us in the 
least forgetful of the great and enduring service which he has rendered 
English literature, and through it to Jewish culture. It was in order to 
eelebrate his latest triumph in that region the gathering took place on 
Saturday night; and for our part we feel that a disservice was done to Mr. 


ZANGWILL himself by not confining the function to the purely literary 
purpose for which ostensibly it was held. 


SIR HARRY FOHNSTON ON JEWISH PROSPECTS. 


Tue letter which Sir HArky JouNsTON has sent to a correspondent, 
and which we publish in the present issue, will awaken a keen feeling of 
regret. Sir Harry has always been an earnest friend of Jews, and 
in particular of the Jewish national ideal. But world-war developments 
appear to have cooled his enthusiasm for the latter aspiration. With all 
respect to Sir HARRY we doubt whether bis natural feelings in this 
emergency have allowed him to do full justiceYto Jews in what he has 
written. If some American Jews mainly of German origin lean to the Centra] 
Powers, many of the ablest leaders of American Jews are profoundly pro- 
Ally. We ourselves have from time to time since the beginning of the War 
eomplained very bitterly of the attitude adopted by many coreligionists in 
America concerning the War, and we have done our best to set the Allies’ 
ease fairly before them. But we have never been unmindful of the circum- 
stances in which they are placed, or of the many who, to our think- 
ing, are on the right side in this terrible struggle. Nor would Sir 
PARRY in less anxious and painful moments, we believe, maintain, as he 
states, that German sympathies predominate among the intelligent and 
eotirageous members of the Jewish race. We can by no means 
bring ourselvés to agreement with this sweeping proposition. Sir 
HARRY JOHNSTON'S letter is, however, a warning of the mischief which 
is liable to be done by the inadequate appreciation of the real attitude ang 
achievements of Jews in this war, obseured, as these may be at times, by 
imdividual Jewish actions and influence. But so far as American Jews are 
concerned, have the British authorities no blame to bear? What effective 
steps have they ever taken to counteract the energetic and continuous Ger- 
man propaganda among Jews as among others in the United States and 
elsewhere ? We hope that our éfforts to which we refer have been of some 
value, but they can necessarily have been of little effect compared with 
what could have been done by the Government and what we know has 
been done in their own interests by the German authorities. 


ANTI-ALIENISM RUN WILD. 


THE recommendations of a sub-Committee of the Unionist War Com- 
mittee on the subject of naturalisation must, we are convinced, be regarded 
as. a product of the present state of national tension, rather than as the 
views. which are likely to be held when present passions have waned. 
The object of these proposals is, frankly, to make naturalisation more diffi- 
cult, but it is to be carried out with a thoroughness which is not merely out of 
accord with English ideals, but would actually be injurious to the State 


were it embodied intolaw. Nothing appears tobe suggested on the question. 


ef fee, but. the period of qualification is to be raised from five to seven 


years. Surely those two extra years cannot make all the difference between . 


the safety and the insecurity of the State. But they do prolong the period 
during which this country is harbouring a stranger on its soil, instead of — 
what it should be the aim of every State to secure—a citizen incorporated 
with the rest of the nation and owning no separate allegiance to a foreign 
State. Under the Committee's proposals the naturalised are to be excluded 
from Parliament and the Privy Council. In other words, a new class of 
men who are neither native nor foreign, is to be created, and, instead of 
hastening to make its adopted children one in heart and soul with it, the 
country is to impress upon them the fact that they are not fully 
English, and in that way to qualify and weaken their citizenship. Worse 
than all, however, is the proposal to adopt the continental system of 
determining a man’s allegiance by parentage rather than by what is called 
“the accident of birth within the King’s dominions.” We cannot believe 
that such a suggestion is begotten by past experience. It is indeed an 
extraordinary insult to the scores of thousands of English-born sons of 
foreigners now loyal citizens in civil life or fighting the country's battles on 
the various fronts. In America—more akin, surely, to Britain—it is the 
English principle which obtains, but the present tendency seems to be to 
continentalise our institutions—and the more thoroughly the better. The 
experience of war is that it drives a nation in upon itself, soto speak, and 
it is perhaps not surprising to see these recommendations with their’ 
holding at arm’s length of all foreign influence. But after all the talk 
about the brotherhood of nations and the ending of bloodshed which it is 
hoped to secure in the future, we must confess toa feeling of disappoint. 
ment at the wildly re-aetionary suggestions of the Unionist War Committee: 

THE REV. S. LEVY AND THE NEW SYNAGOGUE. 

A GENERAL meeting ‘of the seatholders of the New Synagogue is fo 
take place on Sunday next, for a purpose which is not only extraordinary 
in itself but is surrounded by extraordinary circumstances. The Board of 
Management has issued 4 circular, inviting members to attend and to record 
their vote “ by ballot.” as to whether or not they are in favour of the perma- 
nent appointment of the Rey. S. Levy, M.A., as minister of the synagogue. 
This appears to us to be a proceeding as remarkable as it is undesirable, - 
Mr. Levy is temporary minister of the synagogue, and apparently, the 
Board of Management feels so little confidence in its knowledge of the 
sentiments and wishes that prevail among the seatholders that, before 
recommending him to be the permanent minister, or even a 
candidate for that . post, they desire to “taste 


only that-—-the seatholders by means of the ballot which they have ~ 


instituted. For the result of that ballot will not be the election of 
Mr. Levy. All that it will-do, so far as we understand, is—if 
favourable to his appointment—to fix him as one of the candidates, 
ya which case he will yet have to brave the perils of another ballot- 
If, however, it be unfavourable to him, then. he will be debarred from 
appealing to the syaagogue for election, although in contrast with some 
unknown candidate he might be infinitely preferred. We confess that this 
proceeding seems to us to be undignified and unfair to Mr. Levy, who for 
twenty-one years has been a faithful and an honoured minister of the 
United Synagogue, and distinctly inimical to the interests of the community. 
We have always sect our face agaiast contested elections for ministerial 
positions, and have been in favour of a “call” being extended to any 
gentleman whom those responsible for the affairs of a synagogue deemed 
the most fitting to fill the position. But it would be one thing if the 
authorities at the New Synagogue placed Mr. Levy among others as candi. 
date for the office. It isa totally different thing when they put him up 
as an “ Aunt Sally,” as it were, for him to be “ shied” at, or voted against, if 
—that is to say—there is any considerable proportion of the congre- 
gation that- wishes to do so. We believe that, as a matter of 
fact, there is mot, and that the Board of Management has been ted 
into its extraordinary proceeding only through a despicable vendetta 
that has been carried on against Mr. Levy in this synagogue by a few noisy 
recalcitrants. Still, if there were any disposition to show. disrespect to or 


dissatisfaction with the minister, the Board of Management has, we must - 


concede, adopted the best and easiest opportunity for congregants to 
gratify their not very noble desire. We hope and believe that notwithstand- 
ing his being put into the invidious position to which the Board of Manage- 
ment has condemned him, Mr. Levy will emerge from the ordeal on Sunday, 
with a triumphant vote in his favour. There is always a notion, especially.

PRO-JEWISH SPEECHES IN THE DUMA. 


"FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
PETROGRAD. 


Liberal and Labour spokesmen in the Duma utilised the discussion of the 
Rural Zemstvo Bill for a pro-Jewish demonstration. M. Kerensky, on behalf of 
the Labour party, led the attack. He asked the Progressive bloc what had 
become of their promises to see to the removal of the disabilities on Jews, seeing 
that Jews, according to the new Bill, would not be allowed to sit in the Rural 
Zemstvos. He rightly pointed out that measures for the removal of all Jewish 
restrictions ~were rejected on the plea that the disabilities must be removed 
gradually, whilst in every new measure the restriction for Jews was inserted, and 
was to remain until the revision of the entire Jewish problem. The peasants, he 
asserted, received the Jewish refugees outside the Pale in a friendly manner and 
displayed no national hatred. It was high time to begin to treat the Jews ina 
manner harmonising more with the attitude of the Allies towards small nations. 

The great Liberal orator, M. Roditcheff, followed by an emphatic declaration 
that the failure to emancipate the Jews was a mistake. It was both unjust and 
unwise. Restrictionscultivated hooliganism. There was no reason for excluding 
Jews from the Zemstvos. M. Roditcheff, too, felt that the treatment of the Jews 
was not in accordance with the spirit of the aims of the Allies, and he pleaded for 
such reforms in the legislation affecting Jews as would enable him whole-heartedly 
to say with pride that his just country was fighting for justice, 


FOUR THOUSAND EXILES REPATRIATED.

PETROGRAD, 
Four thousand Jews who were transportedqbout two years ago from Sniatin 
(Galicia) to Tchertkoff, and on whose behalf the Kieff Jewish Committee recently 
issued an appeal, bave now been permitted to return to their nativetown. The 
Kieff branch of the Grand Duchess Tatiana Committee granted a sum of money 
to assist the exiles in their journey. 


AN ANTI-SEMITIC FIASCO IN RUSSIA. 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
PETROGRAD. 
The agitation raised by the anti-Semites in connection with the arrest of the 
great financier, M. Rubinstein, the Director of the Russo-French Bank, has 
oroved a failure. The inquiry showed that M. Kubinstein's activities constituted 
no offence against the Defence of the Realm, and that the outcry that a Jew who 
several Russian distinctions had betrayed. his country was unjustified. The 
military authorities handed the case. to the civil officials. The collapse of the 
charge is expected. Meanwhile M. Rubinstein has been released on »ail. He feels 
so annoyed at the whole affair that he has expressed his desire to withdraw from 
the financial world, 
RUSSO-JEWISH IMMIGRANTS IN AMERICA, 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT.) 
PETROGRAD, 
The Vetchernaya Vremya has printed an interview with a prominent 
Moscow merchant, M. Stiglitz, who had returned from an American tour. M, 
Stiglitz stated that he found the Russo-Jewish immigrants in the United States 
still attached to Russia. Many of them hoped one day to be able to return to 
their native country and to work for it.

A JEWISH COMMUNITY AT BARCELONA. 


Dr. Yahuda, Professor of Hebrew Literature at the Madrid University, says 
the Jewish World, has succeeded in founding a Jewish community at Barcelona 
—“where the nuts come from,” to quote a popular play. He says that the com- 
munity has been legally recogaised by the local authorities, and that he is taking 
the necessary steps for obtaining Governmental approval to the community he has 
been instrumental in establishing in Madrid. Dr. Yabuda tells us that a Sepher 
Torah has been obtained from the Congregation of Bayonne in France, which 
was taken there by the refugees from Spain, who fled from the terrors of the 
Peninsula in 1492. He thinks the Sepher originaliy belonged to the Synagogue 
of Vittoria in Northern Spain, because almost the entire Bayonne community was 
composed of those who escaped from that town. He adds the most interesting 
fact, that even as late as the middle of last century several of the Jewish families 
in Bayonne still treasured the keys of their ancestors’ houses in Vittoria. It is 
such little touches as these that make the whole world of Jewry kin, and point to 
the well-nigh impossibility of adequate justice ever being done to the romance of 
Jewish history. | 


DR. GEORG BRANDES APPEALS FOR JEWS. 


In contrast to the general indifference shown by the Danish Jews in their so- 
called Press, and the Danish Press. at large, to everything Jewish, some .very. 
creditable utterances have recently been made by the great critic, Georg Brandes, 
and Professor Simonsen, formerly Chief Rabbi. It-would seem as if the terrible 
phases Europe has been going through within the past thirty months have fully 
awakened the Jew in Dr. Brandes: It will be remembered how. the great critic 
at an early stage of the war assailed the Poles for their large share in the mis- 
fortunes of the Jews, and the effect produced thereby throughout the world. 
Since then, the neutrality of his country bas not kept him from. raising his clear. 
and far-reaching voice in many directions. More recently’ he wrote in the Govern-. 


ment organ, Politiken, a vigorous denunciation of the British agitation to compel : 
Russian Jewish subjects to serve in the army or have them deported to Russia. ©

By permission of the authorities the Jews of Radzin have selected a Citizens,

The Polish organisations of Lublin, Kieltce, Radom, and Petrokoff have 
resolved not to enter into any agreements with Jews in connection with the 
municipal elections. The decision will not only affect the Municipalities, but also 
the composition of the new Polish Diet elected by the Municipalities. 


JEWESSES AS TRAM CONDUCTORS. 


Owing to the scarcity of men, the Tramway Company in Rome issued a call 
for women conductors. After a lengthy examination, it appeared that Jewish 
women and girls were the most suitable for the work because of their patience and 
endurance. 


RUMANIAN JEWS IN AMERICA. 


The American League of Rumanian Jews, after an exchange of opinions with 
the leaders of the Union of Native Jews in Rumania, has convened at Philadelphia 
aconvention of Rumanian Jews residing in the United States and Canada to 
consider the Jewish problem in their native land, 


ANOTHER JEWISH PROFESSOR AT LEMBERG. 


The Ministry has confirmed the selection, by the Council of Professors, of 
Dr. Ignatz Weinfeld as Professor of Financial Law at the Lemberg University. 


THE JEWISH CONSTABLE OF WARSAW DEAD. 


A message from Warsaw announced that the death has occurred there of 
Boruch Yablonsky, the only Jewish constable in the Russian police force. The 
deceased was highly respected by his superiors and colleagues. It was, thanks to 
his excellent services that he was retained in the force although he declined to 
change his religion. The authorities always spoke of him as an example to tic 
policemen of Warsaw. Some time ago the deceased completed fifty years of 
service, and the occasion was celebrated by the force. The chief of the local 
police delivered a flattering address, eulogising the services of Yablonsky, kissed 
him, and presented him with a silver watch and chain. )

I beg to inform you that, as a matter of fact, 
nothing about such an invitation has yet -ome to my knowledge, and that 
it would hardly be possible for me to leave my present position at the 
Madrid University, not only, as you observe, because I am a British subject,

I should like to add that my British citizenship is not derived from 
the supposed naturalisation of my late father in Jerusalem, as was. stated, 
but from the fact of my'father and grandfather having been bornon British 
soil, I am therefore a British subject by British law. _ :

THE FUNERAL, 


SYMPATHETIC TRIBUTES, 


The interment of the late Mr. A. H. Jessel, K.C., took place on Friday last 
at the Willesden Cemetery, the chief mourners being Mr. Robert and Masters 
Philip and Richard Jessel (sons), Messrs. Cecil A. Franklin (son-in-law), Frederick 
Jessel (brother), Oscar ‘Raphael, M. A. Spielman, W. L. Seligman and Philip S. 
Waley (brothers-in-law). There wasa large attendance both at the late Mr. Jessel's 
house and at the cemetery, among those present being the Chief Rabbi, the Habam, 
the Rt. Hon. Herbert Samuel, M.P., Mr. Leopold de Rothschild, C.V.O., and 
other Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue, Lord Swaythling and, amone 
several legal friends of the deceased, Mr. Stuart Smith, K.C. (Vice-Chancellor 
of the Duchy of Lancaster), the Hon. Frank Russell, K.C., Dr. Arthur Underhill, 


_ and Mr. L, Stanley Johnson (Mayor of Hackney), was also present. 


The service—into which some alterations from the tsual ritual were intro- 
duced—was conducted by. Rabbi Professor Dr. Gollancz, M.A., and by the Rev. 
D. Klein. 

The following address was delivered by Rabbi GoLLancz before the remains 
of the deceased were removed from the Mortuary Chapel :— 


“ As for man, his beginning is dust, and his end is dust: he may be likened 
to the fragile potsberd, to the withering grass, and the fading flower; he is asa 
fleeting shadow, a passing cloud .., , yea, as a dream that flieth away.” 
Friends, how real do these words of our ancient Liturgy appear to us to-day, 
standing, as we do, face to face with another illustration of human’ experience, 
that, “come it slow, or come it fast, it is but death that comes at last”! Who 
could have believed that within a few short_weeks our comniunal organisation, 
known as the United Synagogue, would not only be deprived of the commanding 
intluence and services of its two Vice-Presidents, but that it would be called upon 
to realise the truth that these leaders, falling victims ;to the insidious ravages of 
sickness, would be altogether withdrawn from the light of8day, fromjthe active 
scenes of earthly life? But so it is. It seems but as yesterday when w® 
laid to rest his colleague, Felix Davis; to-day it is our mournful task 
to consign to mother-earth all that is mortal of Albert Henry Jessel. 
Let us pause for a moment in the presence of this sorrowful dispensation. Let 
us halt and give ourselves up to solemn reflection. Let us ask ourselves the 
question: How comes it when, alas! to the world's shame and for the world’s 
sin, we have been engaged for over two years in issuing casualty lists by th 
thousands, how comes it that the death of one single individual affects us to th® 
quick, and we stand amazed at the thought of his departure from our midst ? I. 
it perhaps to emphasise the fact that, in spite of appearances, the feeling of 
humanity is not quite dead in the world? Is it to teach us that, though the world 
is offering up to Moloch a terrible holocaust, there is still a sanctity attaching to 
human life, and that it is this idea—the value of one single life—which we have 
to preserve within our souls amid the callous wickedness responsible for the 
destruction of human life in the aggregate? The community feels that the 


death of Albert Jessel is a grievous loss to the working of the com- 
munal machinery, and that it will be a long day before the reins 
which have fallen from his hands can be adroitly handled by another, 


Public work is a growth, a matter of progress, an apprenticeship; the place of a 
great worker is not so easily and readily filled. “And thou shalt be missed, for 
thy place shall be empty.” For his unstinted devotion to the cause he undertook 
to serve, Albert Jessel will be remembered by those with whom he laboured and 
by those on behalf of whom he gave of his best efforts. And I am convinced 
that the fervour and enthusiasm with which he carried out this work in the 
Anglo-Jewish community were the result of his deep attachment to the religion 
of his fathers, though he had his own way of expressing it. For although we did 
not always see eye to eye with him in the various aspects of religious or com- 
munal life, yet we have to remember that, as between those who profess different 
forms of religion, there are sufficient points of agreement without emphasising 
the points of difference, $0.in our daily intercourse with the men and women of 
the world, it behoves us to see how much there is that might bind us together 
rather than magnify the differences that often so unworthily divides us. 
Our late fellow-worker bore an honoured {name Anglo-Jewry; 
and in the outer world he sustained the reputation of a_ profession 
which he was, so to speak, heir to, being nephew of one who, by his 
brilliant career, had shed lustre upon the profession which he adorned and 
upon the race and religion to which he belonged. Albert Jessel, like his relative, 
has now been summoned before the Master on high, entered upon the Rolls of 
human lives that have passed through the gates of this warld from the beginning 
of time. This is not the occasion nor the place on which to pronounce a full 
eulogium upon the life-work of the departed ; the dictum of our Sages bids me 
remember, “‘tis not meet to exhaust the praise of a man in his presence,”"—and 
he is before us still. In taking leave of him now, we pray: May our Heavenly 
Father take the soul of Albert Henry Jessel into His holy keeping; may He 
sustain his sorely-stricken widow and children with the blessings of His solace 
and grace; may He comfort our congregation and the community bereft of one 
of the most ardent of workers; and when in due time, the first anguish of sorrow 
shall have passed away and become merged into the gentler phase of calm 
recollection, may He, in whose hands are the issues of life, wipe away tears from 
off the faces of all those that mourn, supporting them with the hope and belief 
in a life that is to come, the life awaiting all humankind in the great Hereafter. 
Amen !

PULPIT REFERENCES. 


Rabbi Professor Dr. H. GOLLANCzZ, at the close of his sermon at Bayswater 
Synagogue on Sabbath last, dwelling upon the last moments in the life of Jacob, 
the patriarch, spoke as follows:—How well does the theme depicted in our 


Sabbath lesson, which I have sketched in bare outline, consort with the thoughts 
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uppermost in our minds at the present moment! True, it is not a patriarch, in 
respect of years, whom we are bewailing, but yet it is one who, by virtue of his 
position in the community, was regarded as an Elder. It was my melancholy 
Guty yesterday to give utterance to the loss sustained, not only by this 
congregation but by Anglo-Jewry as a whole, in the death of Albert Henry Jessel. 
But it is meet that in this Holy House in which his parents had worshipped, in 
which.he himself took a practical interest, and with which, as I understand, it is 
already determined that his son shall be identified, «it is but right that we should 
speciaily devote a few moments’ thought to the void which his departure 
Creates in this congregation, and that we should allow this pulpit 
to resound with expressions of sorrow at his departure, and with deepest 


Sympaihy on behalf of those to whom he stood nearest in life. We 
all know how deeply attached Albert Jessel was to this Bayswater 
Synagogue. He attended at its services as a tradition. His moiker 


(and I speak from personal experience) was a regular unfailing Sabbath worshipper 
here; and hisown devout attitude during prayer, and his anxiety that his 
children should follow in his footsteps in this respect, must have been patent to 
all, Personally, I look back to the early eighties, when I visited Oxford, and he 
waS among the congregation I then addressed, he an undergraduate at Halliol 
College. I look around to-day to the seat he was wont to occupy, and the words 
of Holy Writ come to my mind, “Thou shalt be missed, for thy seat shall be 
empty.” Empty? Not altogetherso. Let us trust that his children will have 
imbibed something of the interest which he felt in matters Jewish, and that they 


in time will give practical evidence that they honour their father's example by 


Carrying on the traditions of his congregational and commiinal work. Let us 
pray, too, that the balm of comfort may descend in fullest measure upon the 
troubled hearts of his sorely-tried widow and children, and that, in bewailing the 
loss of their loved oue, they may find their most potent consolation in the soothing 
thought that “ to live in hearts we leave behind, is not to die.” 


Dayan FELDMAN, preaching at the Great Synagogue on Sabbath morning, 
mace reference to the death of Mr. Albert H. Jessel, following so closely upon 
the demise of his junior colleague. He spoke of them asthe “two good Par- 
nassim,” who had laboured so devotedly for the communal 
weal, as the “heart'’ and “head” of the varied activities of the United Syna- 
gogue. In estimating the work of Mr. Albert Jessel, Dayan Feldman dwelt more 
especially upon the share he had taken in the re-organisation of the Beth Din 
fifteen years ago, which made this institution not alone an Ecclesiastical Court 
and a Court of Civil Arbitration, but likewise a centre of social and educational 
effort in East London. 


Rabbi HarRR!Is COHEN, at the Stoke Newington Synagogue, said that the 
community was distinctly the poorer by Mr. Jessel’s death, for he was a real 
tower of strength. It was safe to assert that for upwards of a uarter of acentury 
he was largely, if not mainly, responsible for the destinies of the United Syna- 
gogue. He won the confidence of his brethren by reason of the single-mindedness 
of his aims, the purity of his intentions, and the fairness and justice with which he 
guided the deliberations of the Council. It was pleasant to reflect that a man who 


had risen to eminence in his profession cheerfully gave so much of his time, 
thought, and labour, to the needs of the community. It wasa bright page in 
Anglo-Jewish history whieh records the names of those who toiled with ince- 


mitting zeal for the Jewish cause, and added lustre to the Jewish name. 

The Rev. A. A. GREEN, at the Hampstead Synagogue, said that the com- 
munity had lost one of its foremost leaders, and the United Synagogue had been 
especially bereaved in the.death- of Mr. Jessel so soon after the loss of his 
colleague in the Vice-Presidenty. *ftiere had been a distinctly marked spiritual 
side to Mr. Jessel's character. His aim was always for the higher things, and to 
those who understood him he gavg abundant evidence of a deep religious feeling. 
When they were both much younger men Mr. Jessel bad often expressed to him 
(Mr. Green) a very earnest desire to see the standard of the Jewish clergy raised 
both as regards qualification and public position. Unfortunately there seemed to 
have been set afoot no such fundamental re-organisation of our community such 
as alone would mark the beginning of a new era for the ministry in Anglo-Jewry. 
But the desire had never been really absent from his mind, and he could say this 
of him, notwithstanding their occasional inability, to arrive at complete agreement. 
Indeed, Mr. Jessel's criticism of Jews’ College, though it was trenchant at 
times, was not captious but was dictated by his real feeling. Apart from public 
work he had been the recipient of much kindness from the late Vice-President. 
What he admired about him most was that he had such strong loyalty to his 
people that he deplored the fact that so many men who had brains and leisure 
for the service of their community were tempted by the lure of social success and 
political ambition to give of their best/to their own careers and stand outside 
communal work and communal problem 


The Rev. J. F. STERN made sympathetic references at the East London 
Synagogue, at both the morning seryice and the evening service for young men 
and women. 


The Rev. S. Levy, at the New Synagogue on Sunday last, prefaced his 
sermon in memory of the late Mr. S. B. Rubenstein (reported in another column) 
by a sympathetic reference to the passing away of the late Mr. Jessel. Mr. Levy 
recalled that Mr. Jessel had laid the foundation stone of their synagogue and 
classrooms, and they still remembered his bright presence and the wise and 
happy’ words he uttered on that occasion. A few months ago Mr. Jessel had 
accompanied Mrs. Jessel when she opened the successful bazaar organised by 
their Ladies’ Guild in aid of the Russo-Jewish Relief Fund, and be had then 
stated with what sympathy And interest he watched the rapid progress of their 
congregation. % 

The Rev. M. ROSENBAUM, preaching at the Borough Synagogue last 
Sabbath, said: South London owed a debt of gratitude to Mr. Jessel for the 
part he took in the enlargement of the local Jewish day school. For twenty-five 
years he had been its President, and he must have been no ordinary young 
man of twenty-seven years of age to have been appointed to such a position. 
His interest in Jewish education, together with his legal knowledge, marked him 
out for an important office in the Jewish Voluntary Schools Association at a time 
when the relation of the State to the voluntary schools of all denominations was 
undergoing a great and far-reaching change. The work of this body is but little 
known, performed, as it was, without public meetings or advertisement, but the 
position of our Jewish day schools would to-day be appreciably the worse were it 
not for the labours of Mr. Jessel and his colleagues at a time which was most 
critical for the fortunes of our elementary schools.—At a children’s service, on 
Sabbath, attended for the greater part by the pupils of the South London Jewish 
School, Mr. Rosenbaum spoke on the same subject, showing his youthful audience 
how a life of unselfish devotion to the public cause was within the possibility of all, 


The Rev. A. MiscHown said at the Brixton Synagogue: Those of us con- 
nected with the scheme for establishing the Brixton Synagogue, will long retain 
the impression produced upon them by theseconspicuous qualities of his character 
whenever he attended their deliberations... . . The term: “He died in 
action,” which is fraught with so much pathos and solemnity, cannot be more 
truly applied to any man. | 


The Rev. I. LIVINGSTONE devoted his sermon last Sabbath at the Golder’s 
Green Synagogue to the <ubject of “ Communal Service,” with special reference 
to the work of the late Mr. Jessel. The preacher said that the passing 
of men like Felix Davis and Albert Jessel at so early an aze and in times like 
the present was, as the JEwWisH CHRONICLE had expressed it, “a tragedy of 
tragedies,” for there were not many to fill the gaps so ably and conscientiously. 


| Mr, Livingstone referred to Mr. Jessel’s deep sympathy with the scheme for the 
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erection of a synagogue in Golder's Green, and to a letter he had recently written 
expressing pleasure at the spirit of energy and enthusiasm which animated the 
Golder's Green community. 

The Rev. I. Simon, in the cocrse of his sermon at the South Manchester 
Synagogue last Sabbath, reminded his hearers of the prominent part Mr. Jessel 
took in that Synagogue three and a half years ago, when the foundation stones of 
the new building were laid. He presided then at their meetings and his name was 
inscribed on one of the corner stones. His wonderful tact and humorous way ia 
the conduct of most important communal business should be an example to all 
good and earnest workers, to avoid passion and to lead and guide their followers 
with gentleness and aftability. : 

Mr. M. Kaizer, the headmaster, in addressing the inmates of the Jews 
Hospital and Orphan Asylum at the Sabbath Service, spoke of Mr. Jessel as a 
close friend and colleague of their own beloved Mr. Felix Davis. The headmaster 
pointed out as a coincidence that he had served under these two Jewish leaders in 
a similar capacity for the same length of time. He enlarged on Mr. Jessel s 
service to the South London Jewish Schools during the days when he (Mr. Kaizer) 
was the headmaster thcre. 


PUBLIC REFERENCES. 

Mr. Israet ZANGWILL, at the beginning of his speech at the com- 
plimentary dinner given to him on Saturday evening last, a report of 
which appears elsewhere in our present issue, said: There is a skeleton 
at every feast, and nowadays so many that banquets ercept on a 
Spiritual basis seem as out of place as the pantomimes that frolic all 
round us. But the tragedy I have in miad is not general but 
special—the death of my friend and neighbour Mr. Albert Jessel—and before 
responding to your kind toast I should like to pay a brief tribute to bis memory: 
for though most of you knew him only as the respectable pillar of the United 
Synagogue, I remember the days when he, like you, represented Jewish 
democracy. His career as a Jew began in the Council Chamber of that 5yna- 
gogue with a spirited revolt against the ruling autocrat, whose lieutenant he was 
His labours in that capacity did not interest me, based as 
they were upon an outworn compromise, but-after Mr. Jessel and I had pleaded 
together in the Chancery case to prevent the Jewish Colonial Trust altering its 
prospectus, my learned brother joined the Ito With a generous subscription. 
When accident made him a neighbour of mine in Sussex, we often discussed the 
Jewish question, and I found him ready-for large solutions both political and 
spiritual. In the critical developments that may lie before us, he might have 
been a great asset. But alas! his own possibilities of evolution have been pre- 
maturely cut short, and it only remains for me to testify with what heroism he 
bore his final sufferings. 


Lieut, Basu L. O. HenrtovesS writes: Mr. Albert Jessel was one of those 
who took the keenest interest in the Oxford Hebrew Congregation. He saw the 
ereat need of a permanent Jewish influence in the University, and was one of the 
first to join the movement which ultimately led to the appointment there of Mr. 
Herbert Loewe. He also realised the necessity for providing scope for social 
service for the Jewish undergraduates, and in 1913 went up to Oxford to preside 
over what must have been almost a record meeting for that University of more 
than forty Jewish. undergraduates, to impress upon them the opportunities for 
serving the community, The result of that meeting was the foundation of the 
Oxford and St. George’s Jewish Lads’ Club, of which he wasa Vice President. 
At acamp held at Rushington in 1914, Mr. Jessel was as keen and energetic as 
any of the boys. He entered whole-heartedly into the club spirit and won the 
affection of every one of us. Both Oxford and the club will miss the kind and 
sympathetic counsel he always gave sc willingly. 


The Chief Rabbi will deliver the memorial sermon at the special service which 
will be held next Sunday, at twelve o'clock, at the Bayswater Synagogue.

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Sir Harry Johnston on Jewish National Prospects. 


Writing from Poling, Arundel, to a representative of the Jewisi 
CHRONICLE, under date of January Ist, Sir'Harry Johnston says :—I have 
nothing to say that is new about the reorganisation of Palestine as a Jewish 
State. I dealt with the subject in my little book on “Common Sense and 
Foreign Policy” (Smith, Elder, 1913), also in a paper published by the 
Royal Geographical Society in June, 1915. 

Since then the ideal settlement of the Jewish nationality question—the 
refounding of a Jewish State—has been much hampered, much contraried 
by this war. The leaning of so large a proportion of the American Jews of 
Germanic origin to the side of the Central Powers, the failure of the Allied 
nations, so far, to score a distinctive success, have contributed to obscure 
the advantages from an international point of view of a Jewish State in 
Palestine. 

If the final victory goes to Germany, I think it highly improbable she 
will concern herself much about idealistic Jewish claims;,if the Allied 
Powers are triumphant no doubt elther France or Britain will extend some 
kind of protective control over—what must always be in,gur eyes—the 
Holy Land. 

But whether under these circumstances they will risk future anti- French 
or anti-British intrigues by handing over Palestine to the control of a Jewish 
people, in which—so far as intelligence and courage go—German names, 
German training, and German sympathies predominate, is a contingency 
much open to doubt. 

It is one of the many most unhappy problems aroused by this war 
which has broken out between the six great Germanic nations: Anglo-Saxon 
Britain, Frankish France, Flemish Bélgiumi, Gothic Russia, Lombard Italy, 
and Teutonic Germany and Austria. If you think these views worth 
publication you can publish them.

Jacobs, Maurice Jacobs, Harry Kahn, B. Kisch, M.A., H. M. Kisch, C.S.1. (President of the

A vote of condolence with Lady Tuck, a member of the Council, on the death 
of her mother, was passed. 

The Honorary Officers and Committees were re-elected, with the addition of 
Mr. Samuel J. Cohen (Manchester) and Mr. Meyer A. Spielman to the Executive 
Committee. 

The minutes of the annual meeting of the Jewish Colonisation Association 
were presented. The CHAIRMAN stated that the minutes were purely formal, 
and that a report of the meeting had already appeared in the JEwtsuH CHRONICLE, 


CONFIDENTIAL PROCEEDINGS. 
The minutes of the last meeting of the Conjoint Foreign Committee were also 
read, and a discussion upon them ensued, which was, however, confidential. 


NATIONAL UNION FOR JEWISH RIGHTS AND THE CONJOINT 
COMMITTEE. 

A letter was read from the National Union for Jewish Rights conveying 
resolutions in which attention is drawn to the fact that the Wnited Council of the 
Jewish Friendly Societies had acted contrary to the decisions arrived at at the 
Toynbee Hall Conference not to send representatives to the Conjoiat Committee, 
because that body was not constituted on a democratic basis. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the communication had only an indirect interest 
for the Council. He therefore hoped that there would be no detailed discussion 
on thé’wommunication. 

Mr. LUCIEN WOLF said that the resolution attributed to the Conference at 
the Toynbee Hail was absolutely false. He was President of the Union at the 
time, and at the Conference he had proposed that the invitation by the Conjoint 
Committee,to send two representatives fromthe East End should be accepted. 
An amendment was moved to the effect that the invitation should be accepted, 
subject to the condition.that the Conjoint Committee should be enlarged on a 
democratic basis. There was,’ however, no resolution not to send any repre- 
sentatives, and he was glad to read the statement by Mr. Solomons, which was 
borne out by the facts he had just stated. 

The HanaM said that it would be useless to discuss the question, because the 
Countil knew nothing about the matter, 

- The Haham was here interrupted by Mr. H. G. LouSADA, who rose on a 
point of order that the-whole question concerned only the Jewish National Union 
and the Friendly Societies—independent institutions that had nothing to do with 
their Council. 

Sir Pattie Maanus, M.P., concurred in Mr. Lousada’s argument. 

The CHAIRMAN, however, while admitting the propriety of the point of order, 
ruled that as Mr. Lucien Wolf had made a statement and as Dr. Gaster did not 
intend dealing at large with the matter, he thought the Council ought to hear 
what comment the Haham had to make. 

Dr. GASTER, continuing his remarks, said that he was not going to discuss 
the whole subject, because, as he had said before, the Council knew nothing 
about it and therefore was not competent to judge the matter. The only point he 
wished to make was that by co-opting the two gentlemen as members of the 
Conjoint, the East End was not represented at that Committee. The two gentle- 
men only represented the Jewish Friendly Societies, but not East End Jewry. It 
was necessary that they should be clear on that point, because it bad been stated, 
and was believed by some people, that the East End was represented on the 
Committee. 

GRANTS TO SCHOOLS. 


A notice of motion by the PresiDENT that £50 be voted for the equipment of 
two — class-rooms at the Palestine Refugees’ School at Alexandria was 
agreed to, 

£36 was voted to the school for Palestine refugees in Cyprus. 

The Council agreed that Miss Landau should be authorised to raise £1,600 
for the present year only for the upkeep of the Evelina de Rothschild School in 
Jerusalem, which, the CHAIRMAN stated, was still open, and according to a 


message from the American Embassy, was in need of money both for its main- 
tenance and for feeding the pupils. 

It was further agreed that, sibject to the sanction of the Government, £200 
be voted from the balance of the Palestine Bazaar Fund for the purpose of feed- 
jng the pupils of the Evelina School. | 
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OUR RELIGION CLASSES. 
THE PROBLEM OF MEAGRE ATTENDANCES. 


From Rabbi HARRIS COHEN, 66, Fountayne Road, N. [To 
THE EDITOR.| 


Sik,—In his Presidential Address at the receat annual meeting of the 
Union of Religion Classes, Mr. Frank I. Lyons did well to calliattention to 
the fact that there are very large numbers of children who do not attend 
Hebrew classes and are allowed to grow up without religious instruction. 
I ventured to point out to the meeting that of the many problems with 
which the community was confronted this was one of the most urgent and 
vital, and I asked the Union to consider seriously how to reach and 
attract the children of indifferent parents. I suggested, as one way out 
of the difficulty, that the Union, or any other representative Jewish body, 
request the London County Council Education Committee to permit Jewish 
ministers to visit the schools and obtain from the headmasters the names 
and addresses of the Jewish children under their charge. My friend, Mr. 


I, Goldston, considered it degrading for Jews to approach Christian head- 
masters for such a purpose. He was sorry that I had to ask how to get 
children to the Hebrew classes. To argue this way will not solve the 
problem. Some time ago the Rev. S. Levy went to the trouble of com. 
piling statistics for educational purposes, and he told us then that there 
were ten thousand Jewish children in London alone who were not attending 
Hebrew and religion classes of any kind. What steps has the community 
taken to attract and to win this teeming juvenile population ? 

It is exceedingly difficult, and well-nigh impossible, for the synagogue in 
a large Jewish centre to grapple with the problem thoroughly and satisfac- 
torily without the aid of the authorities of the local day schools. There is 
a constant influx of Jewish families. If these new settlers were to report 
themselves to the local synagogues the question would be easily solved. 
But they do not. Many of them do not come forward even on the High 
Festivals. How is the synagogue to get in touch withthem? And how are 
their children to be secured for the religion classes? Now these children 
do attend the day schools. Their parents are compelled to send them 
there. What is there simpler, then, than to obtain from the headmaster, if 
that could be allowed, the names and addresses of all new-comers? The 
synagogue would svon be on their track and do the rest. Where is Mr. 
Goldston’s fear? And where doesthe degradation” come in? We have 
suffered enough from our hyper-sensitiveness, and it is time we ceased to 
worry about what our neighbours might think, when a grave problem has 
to be faced, and a solemn duty to be performed. ; 

Would Mr. Goldston have thousands of our children grow up in 
ignorance of our sacred language, our prayers and our faith, rather than 
submit to the “degradation’’ of asking a Christian Headmaster for his 
list of Jewish boys and girls? I know Mr. Goldston better. He would 
readily submit to much more than that in order to save a single Jewish 
child. He made, however, an alternative suggestion to the Union meeting. 
We cannot approach the Christian Headmasters, he said, in effect, 
but we can isk the children of our religion classes to find out at 
their day schools which of their school-fellows do not receive. religious 
instruction. Does Mr. Goldston really think that this is a wise and practical 
way ofsolvingtheproblem? Just imagine Mr. Goldston’s pupils (who I am 
sure would do anything he asked them), with pencil and notebook in their 
hands, waylaying every Jewish child in the playground and enquiring whether 
they do or do not attend religion classes.. Imagine, toc, some of those 
little uncontrollable enthusiasts carrying their zeal into the classrooms and 
sending notes round to their schoolr «tes asking if they receive Hebrew 
instruction, and, if not, to write their names and addresses. Then see the 
inevitable result, how one of these notes comes into the hand of the 
teacher, who in turn reports the incident to the Headmaster. This would 
be edifying, but for a Jewish representative to apply direct to the Head- 
master would be “ degrading.”” Why, Sir, my knowledge of Christian 
headmasters leads me to the firm belief that they would welcome the 
Jewish visitor and give him every possible help and encouragement. 

Dr. Eichholz remarked at the meeting that he would be sorry to 
interfere with the schools, which were entirely non-denominational, But 
no one suggests that the school or educational arrangements be interfered 
with, The names and addresses could be obtained without the ordinary 
‘working of the school being in the slightest degree affected. All that is 
needed is the sanction of the L.C.C. Education Committee. Why not 
make the attempt to obtain it? If we succeed we shall gain enormously. 
If we fail, what shall we lose? Certainly in the eyes of no fair-minded 
Jew or Christian shall we have “ degraded” ourselves, 


Is JUDAISM PROPERLY TAUGHT ? 


From Miss WINNIE GOLLANCZ, The Girls’ Heritage, Chailey 
-‘Suseex. [To THE EpiTor.] 


Sir,—Yesterday evening I was present at a lecture at the Poland Street 
Shelter on the subject of Jewish ceremonies and of. the Jewish religion generally. 


. It- was. quite a popniar jecture, given to the children, and illustrated by a series 


of well-known Jewish pictures, shown on the screen, The lecturer “every now 
and then asked the children questions on the pictures they saw, and, as was to be 
-expected, they knew everything about all of them. When, for instance, a lullab 
“was pointed ‘to tephiliin, ascroll of the Law, or the interior of a synagogne’ 
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they were able to answer any sort of question put to them. They were keenly 
enthusiastic upon it all, and it was quite obvious that their religion was a very 
real thing tothem. But, in spite of, or just because of, that unquestionable 
fact, it made me infinitely surprised when, on the question being put 
to them: “What do we do on the Day of Atonement?” with one 
voice they shouted “Fast.” Not one word about prayers, asking God ‘o 
forgive them for any harm or unkind action they had done another, nothing about 
being sorry for it all and trying to be better in the future. Just ‘' Fast ’’ and no 
more. And what surprised me still more was that the lecturer did not attempt to 
correct the false impression. Indeed, he may have entirely forgotten the 
incident, but I fear it will be in my thoughts for some long time as being so hope- 


lessly characteristic of the attitude of what dares to call itself ‘* orthodox ' 
Judaism, 


Another incident: The children were invited to sing Mooz Tsur.. They made 
as much noise as the whole Albert Hall would have done singing ‘‘ God Save the 
King.” They were pleased to show they knew it. But one little girl sitting near 
me said to-a little girl next her: “What are we singing this for? It is not 
Chanucah.” To which thechild replied: “I don't know,” but went on singing 
as gaily as ever. I turned to the child girl, a sweet looking little girl, and said - 
“Great eveats can always be sung about and heroes always remembered. We 
need not wait for the anniversary of the day on which they did their great deeds, 
to praise them.” This seemed to satisfy the child, and she instantly joined in the 
song with the others. 

_ That something is radically wrong in the way children are refitiously brought 
up is vety evident, for these two little incidents are only typical of a host of others 
which would fill a book. They are merely the result of a thoroughly rotten 
system, a system which aims at stuffing as many facts and as much so-called 
knowledge into a child's head as possible, and which is content to leave the rest, 
the child’s thinking soal, if I may call it so, to take care of itself. This is not 
Judaism that the childrea are being taught, it is just another “subject ” infinitely 
less interesting to some than their lessons in geometry or music. And they 
deserve something better, and that something is to have their owninheritance {itly 
interpreted tothem. For eager, keen, and capable of understanding, most nor- 


mal children undoubtedly are, and not the least so are these Belgian and Russiao 
little ones,

COMPLIMENTARY DINNER. 


On Saturday evening, Mr. Israc! Zangwill was entertained-at a com- 
plimentary dinner at Bonn's Hotel, Great Prescott Street, by a number of 
friends, who desired thus to show their “appreciation of his constant, 
invaluable service to the Jewish 
nation by so ably championing its 
cause, particularly so in his latest 
book, ‘The War for the World,’ 
which now appears in its second 
edition.” 

Dr. D. Jochelman presided over 
a large gathering of ladies. and 
gentlemen, which included Dr. 
Israel Abrahams, Dr. Eder, Dr. R. 
Blank (Petrograd), Messrs. Her- 
mann Landau, Meyer A. Spielman, 
Alfred Wolmark, L. A. Jouques, L. 
Pilichowsky, Joseph Cowen, Louis 
Zangwill, Paul Goodman, Mrs. 
Haden Guest, and Miss Regina 
Miriam Bloch. 

The CHAIRMAN said'that a num- 
ber of intellectual Jews—Russian, 
Rumanian and English—of whom 
almost everyone ba!.been or was still 
taking part in relieving the sufferings 
of our nation, had come there that 
night to express to Mr. Zangwill their 
nppreciation of, and their gratitude 
for, what he had done for his bretliren. M 
But which, he would ask, of the . 
numerous of Mr. Zangwill's activities were they celebrating? Was. it his 
Zionism, Territorialism, humanitarianism, or was it his fight for Woman 
Suffrage? Valuable as they were, they had nothing to do with that gathering. 
They had come there to celebrate the second edition of that great 
writer's political book, in which the demand for equal rights for Jews takes so 
prominent a place. To be compelled to ask for the right to live and to die on 
God's earth wherever they chose, the right that was not denied even to dogs, 
was surely the greatest tragedy in the life of anation. And, now, the purpose of 
that gathering was to thank the nation’s greatest leader for His endeavour to lessen 
this tragedy. 

But Mr. Zangwill was not the only prominent Jew who was endeavouring to 
help his people in this cause. There were numerous Committees consisting very 
often of the finest elements of the nation working to thisend. The reason why 
they had singled out Mr. Zangwill was this: the characteristic feature of those 
Committees was that their activities were proceeding in a silent, noiseless way, 
according to the nature of diplomatic work, so that they who were képt outside had 
neither the right of blaming them nor the opportunity of thanking them. Mr. 
Zangwill, on the contrary, bad put bis cards on the table in such a manner that 
everybody could see and watch the game. And that was not a mere accident. 
It was not because Mr. Zangwill’s weapon was his pen and, consequently, 
publicity, that he had chosen such a method of fighting. Neither'was the differ- 
ence to be sought in the fact that the “others” were cautious diplomatists and 
Mr. Zangwill was a reckless free-lance. he difference was deeper. It was the 
difference between tear and fearlessness, between philanthropy and idea, between 
duty and heroism. 

He would always have a word of thankfulness for all their rich and influential 
brethren in the civilised countries for the help they rendered to their. core- 
ligionisis—as they called them. He could understand that they, the sons and 
grandsons of sufferers themselves, living now in safety and prosperity, did not like 
to risk their position; and, being constantly bothered by the continuous distress 
of the Eastern Jews, they—in helping them—were merely performing their duty. 
As philanthropists, they certainly surpassed the philanthropists of other nations in 
their largess. Nations, orparts of nations, could not be heroic, nor could they be 
cowardly; those definitions could be applied only to individuals, among whom 
heroism was a very rare occurrence. Mr. Zangwill belonged tothe chosen of the 
chosen people. What he had done had not beena result ef the principle of duty, 
but was the inner outcry of the genius of the hero: “You must, because you 
cannot resist. 

It was hardly necessary-to point out that not all present were heart and soul 
with all the ideas expressed in the “War for the World.” They were too 
individualistic a nation to say “ Yes” to everything to which a leader said “ Yes.” 
Yet in Russia the organ of the semi-assimilators, the Voschod, declared Mr. 
Zangwill’s views on the Russo-Jewish question as the true conception of the 
real position, while, on the other hand, a Rabbi of the greatest Jewish com- 
raunity ip the world found it necessary to deliver a sermon on the Day of 
Atonementin a Temple in New York in praise of Mr, Zangwill’s ideas about 
the Jewish question as expressed in the *' War for the World.” -He (the Chair- 
mano) would call Mr, Zangwill ‘‘ The Symbol of the Jewish Conscience,’’ and as 
was always the case with true national leaders, he had found his strongest support 
amongst the masses. The appreciation and love for Mr. Zangwill was deeply 
rooted in the hearts of all of them. 

Mr. MEYER A. SPIELMAN said he regarded it as a high honour fo be present 
on that occasion.. Mr. Zangwiil's policy was that of a philosopher and poet, his 
aim being to put his idealism into practice. It was that idealism and love for the 
Jewish people that had led him to found the Jewish Territorial Organisation. But 
it must not Bethought that because he was a poet and philosopher Mr. Zangwill 
was not practical. 

wish Territorial organisation, and he had found him a statesman as well as a 
poet and thinker, 

Mr. HB&RMANN LANDAU said that he was going to thank Mr 
Zangwill for.what he had done for the East End-of*London. As one 
who had worked \filty-two years in the East End, he fully realised 
what Mr. Zangwill had done for the East End. Before the publication 
of “The Children of the Ghetto,” few English people knew about 
Jews, their ways and their manners. Even Jews themselves—those Jews that

Thanks to Zangwill's great. book, many of those Jews 
had been brought into touch with the East End. Referring to Zionism, Mr.

Dr.J. Krux, representing the Dinner Committee, speaking in Yiddish, said 
he regarded Mr. Zangwill as one of the three great Jews in Europe who had 
raised a protest against Jewish persecution, the others being Georg Brandes and 
Luzzatti: but he thought that Mr. Zangwill’s protest had been most heard. Mr. 
Lloyd George had said that the surest asset of a nation was its great men, and 
poor nation as Jews were, homeless as they were, they were rich in the possession 
of men such as the guest of the evening. 

Dr. IskaAEL ABRAHAMS, quoting from Zangwill's latest work, that brains and 
bravery go together, said that of no man was that more true than of the author 
himself. Few men had more brains than Zangwill, and there were fewer still 
who were so brave and courageous in giving expression to his convictions and 
opinions. 

Dr. R. BLANK (Petrograd) said that it was his privilege to bring to the illustrious 
author of “ The Children of the Ghetto” the greetings of the children of the great 
Russian Ghetto and to express to him their hearty thanks for the interest he had 
always taken in their welfare. It was also his mission to bring to the attention of 
him who had given them the “Dreamers of the Ghetto” the fervent. dreams of 
the children of the Russian Ghetto. There were six million of them, endowed 
with all the gifts of the “chosen people,” inspired by all the ideals of Israel, 
striving with all theit strength to do their best to make themselves useful to~their 
people, to theircountry, to humanity—but encountering at every step hindrances 
and obstacles. But so great were the inner forces of Israel that even in those 
circumstances the Jews of Russia had achieved great things in science, as well as 
in art, literature, and industry. Therefore they had great confidence in their 
future, once those obstacles and restrictions were removed. As free men and 
women those children of the Ghetto would soon find their proper sphere and 
would build up a future worthy of Israel's past. That was why their most ardent 
dreams were of freedom and justice. 

As as illustration he would mention the achievement of one child of the 
Russian Ghetto. There was in the capital of the Russian Empirea Russian National 
Museum, founded by the most typical of f\ussian Tsars, Alexander the Third. 
Here were collected the best examples of Russia's National Art. The imposing 
statues of the great Russian heroes drew attention and admiration, being the most 
powerful expression of Russian spirit and Russian art. The man who created 
these marvellous works was a Jew, Antokolsky, a typical child of the Ghetto, a 
Jew of Vilna, who began life in the dark streets of the Ghetto, obtained a limited 
education in a gloomy cheder, but fortunately succeeded later in finding his way 
out of the Ghetto. Once freed from his gloomy surroundings he made rapid 
progress and soon reached one of the highest places in contemporary art. He 
became one of the most prominent scalptors of Russia dnd Europe. But at the 
same time he was one of the best Jews and the most wonderful sculptor of Israel. 
Able to give expression to the typical features of national Russian heroes better 
than any other Russian sculptor, his art was still more impressive when applied 
to the sculpture of Jewish types. Some of the latter had also found a place in the 
Russian National Museum. Among them a most wonderful statue of Spinoza— 
Just imagine! Spinozain the Russian National Museum of Alexander Ill. To 
haveachieved this was perbaps the most glorious success of this child of the Russian 
Ghetto. It was a wonderful symbol of what the Jews of Russia might acomplish 
once all obstacles were taken out of their way and liberty of movement and 
development accorded to them. Another acknowledgment of the achievements 
of Russian Jews was given quite recently by allotting the first Nobel Prize for 
Russian Art to another Russian Jew, Leo Bakst. If the squalid surroundings of 
the Ghetto did not succeed in stifling in the Jewish soul the sense of physical 
beauty, was there any wonder that spiritual beauty, the highest ideals of bumanity, 
found so much devotion and erthusiasm in the soul of the Children of Israel ? 
During all the last fifty years, ever since the first dawn of freedom in the 
beginning of the reign of Alexander II., generation after generation of Russian 
Jews had given of their best for the sake of the highest ideals of humanity. But 
more than ever this sacred fire burned in the souls of the children of the Russian 
Ghetto at that very moment. There was at present no other people who bonged 
more for freedom and justice than the Jews of Russia, 

The Jews of Great Britain as well as of most other countries had long ago 
obtained that which they (the Russian Jews) were longing for and which at 
present they saw only in their dreams. Now was the time for accomplishing the 
great task and for making free the Children of the Ghetto everywhere. For this 
great work they needed the united forces of all the prominent Jews of our time. 
As Mr. Zangwill was one of the first, he would certainly remain to the last one 
of their best friends, fighting with them the sacred battle. 


MR. ZANGWILL’S ADDRESS. 

After a reference to the late Mr. Albert Jessel, which will be found 
elsewhere ‘in “our columns, Mr. Zangwill, who was received with loud and 
prolonged cheering, said :— 

Touched as I am by the kindness of the many representative Jewish groups 
and indivicuals who have attended or spoken this evening, I hope you will not 
think it ungracious if I say that I have been very reluctant to accept this honour 
at your hands.~ It is not because of the banquet—the Government has taken care 
that it shall not be even as grand asan ordinary dinner in what we may now literally 
call olov tasholom times ; besides, a Kosher dinner cannot even take advantage 
of the cheese and butter not being counted among the courses. No, but a man 
who has accepted a free meal is no longer quite so free. His mouth is stopped. 
Even festoons of: flowers are a species of chain. And at this unparalleled crisis in 
human afairs, when we stand among the ruins of an age, in a welter of tears and 
blood, when Christianity has been revealed asa gigantic bluff and Judaism has 
become a caricature of Christianity, it is more than ever necessary that a writer 
should keep himself free and independent. And when this writer is a Jew, it is 
still more necessary that he should not compromise his people by his personal 
opinions. I trust, therefore, that whatever I say to-night may be regarded as 
strictly individual. Itisthe writer who is speaking, the writer whose book, 
“ The War for the Word,” you have been good enough to féte. But Iam not at 
all sure you are not féting it on wrong grounds or that I am not accepting 
this banquet under false pretences. _ 

The other day I received from America a volume of poems “ with the author's 
best wishes,” Judge then of my astonishment when in a poem called “The 
Melting Pot” I found myself thus apostrophised : 

© Blinded Leader—for Thee no morn! 
Thou scorner of God's own blessed Truth ! 


'Twere better far Thou had'st never been born 
'Twere better Thy tongue indeed was mute,

THE RELIGIOUS EDUCATION OF CHILDHOOD. 


Take this child and nurse it for me, and I wilkpay thee thy wages, xodus ii., 9. 


The speaker was an Egyptian princess, the daughter of Pharaol), as she 
handed over an infant, divinely beautiful, to a Hebrew woman whom she 
knew not to be its mother. The woman took the child, Moses, to the hut 
of her husband, Amram, a Hehrew slave. But only for a few fleeting 
years of infancy and boyhood would the infant be entrusted to its 
unsuspected parents. When the youth grew out of his childhood, he would 
be removed to the palace of Pharaoh to be brought up as an Egyptian 
prince, to be trained in all the wisdom of its ancient civilisation. Constantly 
he would repair to the temples, pace their long avenues of sculptured 
obelisks, and gaze with wondering eyes on walls that glowed with 
the stories of Isis and Osiris. But it was all ia vain. The splendours 


of court and temple had no fascination for him; ‘he still clung to 
the memories of his childhood. He had been too carefully instructed 
in the traditions of his race by the mother who nursed him at 


her own breasts ever to forget them. Knowing the temptations to 
which he was certain to be exposed when he would be taken from her to be 
brought up in the palace of Pharaoh, she was the more determined to train 
his young mind in the faith of the children of Israel. . Rehearsing to him 
the story of his fathers, she would tell him how the bondage which the 
Israelites were suffering had been predicted to the Patriarchs, and she 
would dwell ‘on the glorious promises of deliverance with which these 
predictions ha? been accompanied. In this way she would instil into the 
child sentiments of love and commiseration for his people, and sow the 
precious seed of religious instruction destined in after years to bring forth 
golden fruit. The purpose for which she laboured so strenuously and over- 
came so many difficulties realised itself to the full. In and through the 
words of the kind-hearted Princess she heard God speaking to her and 
saying: “‘ Take this child and train it up for me, and I will give thee thy 
reward,” and so she took the child and nursed it, not for Pharaoh, but for 
God. Thus it came abont that when Moses grew up to be a man, all the 
long years of gorgeous.luxury and proud princedom dropped from him like 
a borrowed robe, and left him im his own simple grandeur, with the one 
desire to be recognised not as a member of the royal house of Pharaoh but 
as the benefactor of the suffering Israelites and the brother of the Hebrew 


slave. So effectually and permanently had those few years of early educa- 
tion done their work. 


THE POWER OF EAKLY EDUCATION 


is the same in every age. Marvellously plastic in childhood is the soul of 
man; we can mould it as we will. We put the impressions of the seal upon 
the wax while it is warm, so that it may retain them when it has become 
hardened. Thus also the human mind must be made to receive impressions 
before it stiffened by contact with the world. But as the years roll on the 
disposition becomes settled, and the character grows less and less capable 
of being profoundly influenced by others. The change from childhood to 
manhood is a process of becoming less impressionable. Are we sufficiently 
mindful of the fact that children are not merely sent into this world as play- 
things to while away a dull hour, but that within each child there abides an 
immortal spirit, full of latent capacities for good which it is our duty to 
draw out (e-ducere) and give expréssion to. And latent capacities for evil 
also, which need to be eradicated by stern suppression. “Like as the 
arrows in the hand of the giant, even so are the young children.” They 
may be made, by those who know the art, into arrows of light, wherewith 
to scatler surrounding darkness, or into darts of wickedness to 
infect with their poison the conscience of the world. The heathen 
poet was mindful of the same truth when he said that the greatest reverence 
is due to childhood. So also was that schoolmaster who remarked that 
whenever he entered his class-room he took off his hat and bowed with 
reverence to his scholars, not knowing what great man of the future there 
might be among them. Such being the power of early education, God is 
ever saying to every mother: “ Take this child and nurse it for me, not for 
thyself, not for H#tself, not for the world, not for pleasure, not for glory, not 
for ambition—but. take it and train it for Me, and Iwill give thee thy 
reward.” And as the divine voice made itself heard to this Jewish mother 
in ancient Egypt, so it makes its 


APPEAL TO JEWISH MOTHERS 
everywhere and at all times to train up their offspring in the love and fear of 
God, as the sentiment interprets itself to the Jewish consciousness. 


and fear of God and the shunning of evil would appear to be almost natural 
to most children. See how readily the child's mind responds to all that we 
tell it about the goodness of God and the duty to love and reverence Him. 


And apt as the child may be to do wrong, see how readily the blush of 


shame mantles its cheek after the wrong act has been committed and the 
workings of its little conscience are stimulated by reproof. Noone who 
has watched the behaviour of children during the process of religious 
instruction, the trust and confidence they exhibit in all that is great and 
“noble, their sympatliy with the good and their aversion to evil, can doubt 
‘that they are born with propensities which make for virtue if only they be 
directed in the right channel. And yet, although the natural aptitudes of 
“the child are all for religion, unless the seed be caréfully watered by 
religious instruction it withers, and there spring up in its stead, tares end 


’ weeds, which need no cultivation, gt make their appearance from sheer 


neglect on the part of the gardener or husbandman. So notwithstanding 
the natural tendency of the child's disposition to religion, if this be not 
strengthened, and its development assiduously watched, atheism and 
irreligion will usurp its place, although no teacher may have been at the 
pains to impart these destructive principles. And as in the days of the 
Judges the angel of God said to Manoah: “ Tell the woman, all that I have 
commanded her she shall do,” so it is to-day; it is the mcethei’s 
influence which is at all times paramount. Ob! mothers in Is-ael, 
consider how tremendous is the power entrusted to your hands, 
You have the shaping of the future destinies of our race. What the 
coming generation of Israelites is to accomplish, what place it is to fill in 
the world’s hist;y, depends principally upon you. One dreads to think 
what the outcome will be if you fail to realise your responsibilities, if you

are frivolous where you shontd be serious, materialistic where you ought to 
be spiritually-minded. For then you would indoctrinate in those who are 
to come after you tendencies to worldliness and irreligion, which will 
certainly realise themselves in the men and women of the future whose 
characters you are formiog. Jewish mothers are known, with rare 
exceptions, to be devoted to their children's wélfare. They will make 
countless 
SACRIFICES FOR THE LITTLE ONES 


of whom they areso proud. Absolute child-neglect on the part of a Jewish 
mother is almost unthinkable. And yet how many a mother in Israel is 
to-day neglecting her child's highest interests by failing in her duty to 
impart a Jewish training! What of the Jewish mothers who are inditferent 
as to whether their children attend a weekly service at the synagogue ? 
Irregular attendance is of poor value. Jewish boys and girls have to learn 
that Sabbath worship is not a thing to be missed on some pretext of incon- 
venience, not a casual affair to be lightly set aside for some other engagement. 
How can Jewish mothers reconcile it with their conscience to arrange for 
secular instruction to their childreu on the day which should be left free 
for Jewish worship and teaching? If they think they are serving their 
children’s best interests in this manner, they are making a grievous mistake 
which they will live to repent. The child may be macs proficient in many 
arts and sciences, but if he be‘ left in ignorance’of the science of life as 
Jews conceive it, he will have missed the chief element of education, He 
may be trained up to become a great athlete, but if he has not learnt to 
curb his desires by making sacrifices for his religion, he will grow up deficient 
in the strength that constitutes Jewish manhood. And never let it be for- 
gotten that even the instruction of religious teachers will not accomplish 
everything. It must be enforced by the personal exgmple of parents, and 
above all that of the mother, who is her children’s principal companion. 
To her they will look as the highest exemplar of religious conduct; 
insensibly they will take their. impressions from her conduct and 
demeanour. . No photographic plate is more sensitive to the image 
which the sun paints on -it than is the child's intelligence to her 
example. She, at least, is not debarred by business engagements trom 
observing the Sabbath; let her show by her own life how the Jewish life 
may be lived. Let her not acquire the habit of making purchases on the 
Sabbath which could as well be made on another day, but let her frequent 
the Sanctuary regularly with ber children, teaching them to show reverence 
for things sacred. Let her not throw the whole of the responsibility of 
their spiritual upbringing on the-minister or the teacher. Let the influence 
of the home be in harmony with that of the pulpit and the class-rocm, so 
that all three may unite

The Mayor said that in addition to the magnificent hut, with its beautiful 
pictures and billiard table, available for soldiers visiting the hospital as well as 
for patients, the donor had given over 12,000,000 cigarettes during the war, 
including a million to the defenders of Verdun, for which General Nivelle sent 
him a special letter of thanks. 

Mr. Bernhard Baron said that he had been led to present the hut because the 
Y¥.M.C.A. was working for an object which, as a liberal Jew, he prayed for—the 
brotherhood of man. It made no distinction between Jew or Gentile, Protestant

The anxiety of the family 
has, however, been relieved by the receipt of letters from him dated 20th and 21st 
November. In the letter of 20th November, a week after he was reported to be 
missing, Pte. Isaacs wrote: “I thank God that Maurice and I have been spared 
after last week, for perhaps you are unaware that we were in the big advance of 
last Monday. It is a miracle that both Maurice and I went through it without a 
scratch.” Pte. Maurice Isaacs, writing on the 21st November, confirms the news 
of his brother's safety, and says: “Just a line to let you know that Jack and I 
went through the big push withoutascratch. It wasa fascinating sight to see 
our lads slowly but surely moving towards the German trenches under a mass of 
heavy shrapnel and shell fire. I may mention that I helped a lot to carry in 
wounded on stretchers.” |

“A JEWISH SOLDIER’S RELIGION,” 


From “A CONSTANT READER.” [To THE Eprror.| 


Sir,—In a very interesting and saggestive letter from a Jewish soldier 
that appeared on January 5th, in the Jewisu CHRONICLE, from Somewhere 
in France,” relating to the sermon preached by the Rev. V. Simmons, the 
following paragraph occurs: 

“ But Mr. Simmons’ sermon did make me think, and when I was 
recently doing my turn in the trenches, I asked myself what effect the war 
had had upon my religion and faith, or was likely to have upon any soldier 
who was brought up as a Jew.” 

A legitimate question, and I felt after reading those words that Mr. 
Simmons was to be congratulated upon having at least made one of his 
community think. 

The conclusions drawn by that Jewish soldier are certainly not in 
harmony with those of his Pastor, upon the reality of which he throws 
some doubt. But, leaving the spiritual aspect of the question for others to 
comment upon, I feel that “the Jewish soldier’s”’ statement concerning the 
average men in the Army, of whatever race or creed they may be, namely: 
that they only care for three thiags—pay, rations, and leave—misleading, 
cruel and, in face of the many testimonies that are copiously given in the 
Press and in private letters, unjust. Rather would I take as a more 
faithful picture the following, from a letter of a young subaltern, aged 
twenty, written a few days before his death, and which appeared in the 
Spectator of December 23rd. 

“ You can have no higher ideal than to try and copy the lives of some 
of the men out here, They-are separated from all they love best; they 
are in danger every minute of their lives; .their outlook in the future is 
danger and more danger. They've got the worry of thinking what will 
happen to their wives and children at home if they are knocked out. . . . 
Yet they are always cheerful, there is hardly a grumble from morning to 
night, and each man does his daty, however unpleasant, not to save his 
awn skin, but to benefit his own people, his King and his Country.” 

Do such men as these only care for “ Pay, Rations, and Leave?” 

Mr. Simmons, I firmly -believe, has been and will be instrumental in 
helping to inspire those of his own faith, observing and non-observing, 
with the religious fervour that conduces to noble and self-sacrificing 
actions. He will,.no doubt, he subjected to much criticism, and he may 
even have to remind himself that there has hardly ever been a true 
worker or genuiue prophet whom men did not wish to stone. Besides 
which he can comfort himself with the reflection that he has, at all 
events, made one member of his community think, 


ELDERS, WAKE UP!

Sik,—May f be permitted.somewhat generally to reply to the views of your 
correspondents published in your issue of the 22nd ult.,:in reference to the sermon 
delivered by the Rev. Vivian G. Simmons, B.A:, C.F., at the West London 
Synagogue, upon his experiences, and their consequent effect upon him, as a Jewish 
Mglitary Chaplain to the Army in France. From the spirit and tone evinced by 
Dr. Daiches and Dayan Lazarus, one can clearly understand the line of argument 
adopted by them and give every credit fér'the absolute sincerity of their views; 
they breathewn atmosphere of ancient orthodoxy in a manner which should not 
fail to satisfy the religious feelings of the most orthodox Jews. ) 

Neverttfeless, in my respectful submission, the Rev. Vivian G. Simmons has 
boldly and clearly brought forward a problem that must sooner or later be dealt 
with by Anglo-Jewry. After. having undergone the experiences and hardships of 
military lifein the actual war zone and having been brought into the closest con- 
tact with a large number of soldiers of the Jewish faith, is he to be discredited 
and discouraged for venturing to give vent publicly to what he feels is the mind 
and the need of the Jewish soldiers? Ithink not. We are living in times of 
great change, and many of us know only too well the many great changes that 
have taken place in our life since war broke out. It may or may not be necessary 
for us to change our views. with regard to -the religious needs of ‘the 
Jewish soldier. If it is, as I believe it to be, the sincere intention’ to 
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maintain and preserve the sanctity of Judaism, then our religious and com- 
munal elder brethren, our wardens and those in communal authority must 
look facts in the face. From the views expressed by Dr. Daiches and Dayan 
Lazarus, one would be beguiled into believing that all is well with Judaism, and 
such being the case, it were best to leave well alone. Mr. Simmons has warned 
us Clearly and fearlessly that all is mot as it should be in our Judaism, as it is 
practised at home. He has raised a great and grave problem. He said in 
preaching his sermoh, “that those at home will have to decide this problem.” 
Has he not said enough to make it sufficiently necessary for those in authority at 
home deeply and seriously to consider the issues that he has raised? I regretted 
to seein your leading article commenting on Mr. Simmons’ sermon, that you 
stated, “it is a message based entirely on his imagination.” If, indeed, it is as 
you suggest, merely imagination, it is such a kind of imagination that is founded 
upon fifteen months’ actual experience as one of His Majesty's Jewish Chaplains 
at the Front, having had the advantage of daily contact with our Jewish soldiers, 
and wel! aware of their needs and the conditions of their daily life. Surely this is 
something that cannot be denied, and in a matter of this kind should carry with 
it more weight than the opinions of Dr. Daiches and Dayan Lazarus, who have 
not had the same opportunity of seeing the actual state and the condition of 
affairs amongst the Jewish soldiers in France. The letter of your correspondent, 
“Philo Judeus,” is extremely interesting. He does not hesitate to say that Mr. 
Simmons “ has misrepresented the facts,” and “he quotes in support a letter he 
received from another Jewish Chaplain at the Front. I should have thought that 
before a charge of misrepresentation on so grave and serious a matter were made 
he would have had something more substantial in the way of evidence than he 
produces to base his charge. , 
We should all like to hear the views and opinions of the several other Jewish 
Chaplains at the Front on the problems raised by Mr. Simmons, and would 
welcome and await such and give great value and importance to their views. The 
stress of modern times has made it necessary for all right-thinking men, Jews, as 
well as non-Jews, to search our inner selves and review matters. It may require, 
as ithas done in the past in many cases, a change from the ancient to the 
modern point of view, from Orthodox to Reform, aad perhaps from Reform to 
still more Liberal ideas, deeply to consider these matters which might be to the 
benefit and advancement and consolidation of present-day Judaism. This is 
an age when young men, and also young women, think for themselves, 
and they will not always tolerate the doctrines and teachings of a 
by-gone age which do not meet the needs of the present times. 
Youth and energy will be served, and indeed must be served, because 
upon them is based the hope and future of Judaism. What, to my mind, 
I respectfully suggest, is required, is this: That the elders of the community 
treat this problem fairly and squarely, openly and publicly and logically consider 
the needs of the present time, for to sleep in sweet contentment upon past tradition 
is not enough. I bear the cry “ Wake up and slumber not,” when the position and 
duty of those in authority and position call for immediate and energetic action.

That I know represents the opinion of many Jews—who will much resent your 
giving my tongue such an added opportunity. But, strange to say, it was not 
written by a Jew, and I fear Jewish sympathy with it will diminish when I add 
that the reason of these Christian curses is that I have not led the Jews to 
Christ. “By Him and not by you” goes on the poet, “shall the na#on be 
redeemed.” 

But my book makes no attempt to redeem the Jewish nation: indeed it 
would require a marvellous optimism to believe even in the existence of a nation, 
which is patriotically engaged on every battlefield in fighting against itself, What 
my book tries to do is—as its name implies—to serve the world. Some of the 
best English papers say it is a service to England. I hopeitis. But I hope that 
it is equally a service to Germany, to Russia, to France or to Turkey. Its object 
is to win humanity over to reason and love, and to destroy those forces of 
unreason and hate whose never-sleeping menace makes the War for the World. 

In a world redeemed by reason and love— 


IN A REALLY CHRISTIAN WORLD, 


that is—the Jewish problem would cease to exist, and I bad far rather see the 
Jewish people saved as a part of the salvation of the world than saved bya 
scheme of private salvation to which the fate of the world at large was a matter 
of indifference. (Cheers). 

You will see, therefore, how far I am from being a patriot, whether Jewish o 
English, and what secondary importance I give to Jewish Nationalism unless it is 
inspired by that old text—as orthodox surely as anything in Ezra or Nehemiah : 
MOITRA MAGLLIO273 73 13933). I know it is the fashion among Zionists to sneer at 
“the Jewish Mission,” and the sneer is quite justified against the anti-Zionists who 
have only raked up this Mission to down the Zionists with. Had they worked as 
actively for it as the Zionists for Zionism, their position would not be so undigni-. 
fied to-day. As a matter of fact, the sense of a mission radiates from our 
literature and tradition at least as strongly as the sense of Palestine and nationality. 
Our forefathers never claimed that Israel was an Amr, a people; they said she was 
an Am Segulah: a peculiar people. They never called ber a nation but a 
Got Kodosh, a holy nation, and it would be a false and nota true development of 
the past to neglect the essential aspect of our history. The essence of Jewish 
history is not Eretz Hakodesh (the Holy Land) but Ruach Hakodesh (the Holy 
Spirit), Mere nationalism is no more admirable than Prussianism, indeed 
Prussia is only Palestine painted red, To regard Israel as simply one of thie 
peoples—lIsrael, whose spirit, whether through the Old Testament, the New 
Testament, or the Koran, has penetrated and vivified half the world—would be a 
meekness greater than that of Moses. Desirable as is the re-establishmen: of a 
Jewish State, nevertheless were that re-establishment taken as an end in itself, did 
it succeed merely in adding another to the States that fill the world with fire and 
fury, then it would be a very poor end to the dream of four thousand years. 

My lamented friend, Joseph Jacobs, believing that Judaism in its medi»val 
form had lost its hold, sought for some modern interpretation of the Jewish 
mission which should at the same time preserve the Jewish people. He 
suggested that the Jews were peculiarly fitted by their scattered character 
to be the link of peace, binding the nations. The suggestion has not yet 
been adopted, but consciously or unconsciously the people whose national 
greeting is Sholom Aletchem (Peace to you) has produced some of the 
world’s foremost Pacifists—one need only mention the Russian Bloch, 
the greatest prophet of modern times, who inspired Tsar Nicholas II. to establish 
the Hague Conference, and whose unheeded book, “ The Future of War,” the 
world is now, at such a terrible cost, verifying: Dr. Zamenhof, the creator of 
Esperanto; Dr. Alfred Fried, founder of the German Deace Society in Berlin, 
now an exile in Switzerland; and in the New World the veteran philanthropis; 
and humanist, Jacob Schiff, a pillar of the League for Enforcing Peace, whom [ 
take the opportunity of congratulating on his seventieth birthday, which falls nex, 
Wednesday. Judaism is not, indeed, committed to a peace-at-any-price policy, 
but the declaration three thousand years ago that King David was not permitted 
to build the Temple because his hands were stained with blood, is a sufficien, 
indication that Joseph Jacobs was striking out no new and alien path for the Jewish 
mission. While I rejoice that our sons in every army have proved that

is not dead, I do so mainly betause it shows that if the Jew preaches peace to the 
world it is not from pbysical inferiority but from moral superiority. And it 
rejoice that we have not only V.C.'s but C.O.'s—conscientious objectors suffering 
in prison with their fellow-martyrs. For if the V.C.’s display majority courage, 
the C.O.'s display minority courage—and that is the rarer of the two. 

The critics of Zionism or Itoism have always made great play with the cry that 
these projects are diXicult and dangerous. I cannot imaginea baser criticism. Call 
them unrighteous, unsound, reactionary if you will, but to dismissa movement because 
it is difficult and dangerous is to brand yourself as a coward and a time-server. 
The grim humour of the situation is that these same people tell ustbat Jews 
differ from their fellow-citizens “only in religion.” “On/y in religion.” Hev> 
they any idea what a great word they are thus profaning? “Only in religion.” 
But Judaism is precisely that religion which embraces every aspect of life, 
“Only in religion?” Is that for which our ancestors agonised for two thousand 
years to be dismissed with an “only”? Has that religion no difficulty, 
no danger? If so, it is because nothing is difficult when you no longer 


attempt it, and a religion ceases to be dangerous when it ceases 
to be anything. To me a religion that threatens the livelihood of 
the masses seems far from devoid of danger and difficulty. When 


the Ito—under the auspices of Mr. Schiff—was opening up for our Russian 
masses a new emigration area vid Galvaston—a success which could never have 
been achieved without the organising genius of your Chairman, Dr, Jochelman— 
we were honestly compelled to warn our emigrants that the bread we offered 
could only be had on condition of breaking the Shobbos. ‘Only a religion.” 
But the Jewish minister who had taken to heart the rebuke of King David was 
dismissed by his flock. “Only areligion.” But Cohenim were forced not only 
to be with the dead but to manufacture them. “Only areligion.” But the 
Jewish Chaplains who set their faces against a Jewish battalion made no demand 
for kosher food even for our know tha 
principle. The Jewish mission is submission, (Cheers and Laughter.) 
But the Rabbis whose statesmansbip first invented that canny compromise 
did draw the line somewhere. There were some things for which ycy had 
to sacrifice your life, if tke dread necessity arose. Is there anything, 
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I wonder, that these “only in religion” Jews consider really vital, anything for 
which, say, the members of the Shechita Board would themselves undergo 
Shechita. The Jewish Soup Kitchen the other day was said to cherish a 
new religious principle: no khaki, no soup. Now I have heard of keeping a 
Kosher Kitchen, but keeping 

A KHAKI KITCHEN 
is distinctly novel., (Loud Laughter.) 

I read recently a speech in the Rumanian Parliament by a Jewish Deputy— 
for it appears that, as in Russia, amid all the down-treading you can still have 
Jewish Deputies. Well, this Deputy nobly enough was pleading for his fellow- 
Jews. But what do you think was his plea? He said, the notion that the Jewish 
masses were incurably different from the Ramanians was a mistake. True, they 
dressed differently, “Bat if you go to the lands of the emancipated West,” he 
told the House, “you will see Jews ‘dressed ‘exactly like yourselves. Give us 
freedom, gentlemen, and I assure you that in a few decades you will be unable to 
distinguish us from Rumanians.” In reading these words I felt ashamed, and 
yet they were both honest and far-seeing. They anticipated the exact situation 
we have reached in the West. “Only in religion!” But if this religion is real, 
it must always be difficult and dargerous, and if it is not real, why keep up the 
farce ‘of separation? If it is dead let us bury it, and let the Cohensm prepare 
the corpse. (Laughter). 

The Jews of this neighbourhood have just lost the Jewish representation in 
Parliament which they have enjoyed ever since I was a boy, but will anybody 
maintain that Jewish interests are less safe in the hands of a liberal English 
Christian? Are they notin fact more safe? Time was when the Jewish M.P. 
really spoke up for Jewry, but that day is over, and we might now gain rather 
than lose were all the Jewish M.P.'s combed out. And in the same spirit may 
we not congratulate ourselves on having no Jews in the Cabinet? That only 
exposed us to ill-will. I am sure, anyhow, that we caa congratulate the late 
Home Secretary on escaping from one of the most painful situations in which a 
Jew has ever been placed. He has been supposed, I know. to have been a 
positive Pharaoh. And it is true he outdid Russia in his demands on the Jew. 
But it all came, not from forgetting he was a Jew but from forgetting he was an 
Englishman. He renfembered only too well that he was a Jew, and panic-stricken 
by the mob and the Yellow Press, he was ready in his fear of pogroms to save English 
Jewry by the blood of the Russian Jews (Loud cheers.) It wasacravenfear, which 
was justly rebuked by the real English Liberals. But Jews have not been alone 
in complaining of Mr. Herbert Samuel. ‘The Irish said he was the cruellest 
yaoler they had ever had. I quite believe,it. Personally the kindest of men, a 
lover of poetry and the arts, and a liberty-loving statesman who has even written 
a manual of Liberalism, he yet 

OVERDID THE PART OF JOHN BULL, 

like the actor who, in his anxiety to play Othello properly, blacked himself all over. 
(Laughter.) No difficulty about being only a Jew by religion? Why it is a posi yon 
too difficult for human nature. Not dangerous? Why, think only of the person 
injected daily into the British system by the 7imes with its impudent references 
to “‘ Jewish ” German organs. The Jews who finance or edit these papers are not 
Jews by religion but it is Jews by religion that have to bear the responsibility for 
them. And to some extent they are responsible. For centuries now these 
religious Jews have ceased to preach and proclaim the faith that was in them, 
They have ceased in consequence to keep it adapted to life, as it was continuously 
kept adapted by the great rabbis of the past. What is the result ? A dead-aliveness 
that has driven out and alienated the most intelligent classes, so tbat we have every- 
where large masses of Jews whose gross racialism is not even leavened by political 
Zionism, or redeemed by the equally un-Jewish Reform Judaism. Hence perse. 
cution is no longer a glory, it is merely aperil. It. is not the martyr's crown, it is 
only an ignoble danger. Danger to be noble must be deserved, like the danger to 
the Belgians who might have let the Germans pass peacefully over their country, 
and if the Jewish gesture were only as great as the Jewish danger our position 
would not be so sordid. Let us try to live up to our persecution. 

Some years before the war, speaking at a great Ito gathering at Leeds, I 
pointed out that Jews stood always in a state of war—I showed that attacks upon 
them bad occurred {within a fortnight in practically evety land of the Goluth, and 
that therefore what was demanded from every Jew was not the simple citizen's 
duty that serves for peace time, but service on a war footing; mobilisation of all 
our resources, sacrifice of time, money—life itself, not only by our poor but by 
ourrich. To-day Jewry is in a better position to understand my metaphor. Let 
me read you a regimental order issued by a British Officer in East Africa. 


For five months we have been constantly on the move; we have been without 
blankets or overcoats in the bitter cold of the mountains. For long periods we “have 
been on quarter rations. We have been without mails, without news, and without kit 
Of the fine battalion which left home five months back, not quite twenty-six per cent. 
return to the Rest Camp to refit and many, unfortunately, have fever. 

Your conduct throughout has been admirable and theré has been no grumbling. Our 
losses in action have been severe; and we may miss many a comrade and friend... But 
while the regiment mourns them, it has been a sorrow shot through. with pride, not so 


much grief that they have gone as a great thankfulness that they ever lived. It is a real 
immortality. 
It is men like these that justify God's gift of life eternal. Nothing can steel us for 
the conflict so surely as the gallant example of their soldier deaths, and for us the 
compensations are very real in this war, io which the duty to serv is so clear. It is far 
better neyer to return than never to have been. It is an honour to have served with 


such men helping to preserve to you and to your children our ancient and God-given 
heritage, our freedom. ‘ 


The man who wrote that order was no celebrity. He was not writing for 
publ‘cation, and England has myriads like him. “It is men like these,” to guote 
his ow.) words, “that justify God's gift of life eternal.” Yes, of life eternal to 
the people and the State that owns such sons. I have picked out this specimen 
of the British spirit because it concerns the difficulties and dangers of the land 
once proposed for a Jewish home—of British East Africa. What rich young Jew, 
I asked at Leeds, will risk his life for his pedple? Yet the irony of the situation 
is that in this regiment, a South "African regiment, it is certain that there were rich 
young Jews. Jewish idealism, Jewish heroism, there is in abundance but not 
for Jewish causes. Never in my Itoist work. have I felt myself buoyed up bya 
sense of young lives ready to give themselves. Never in my wildest dreams 
when I proposed Mesopotamia, did I expect a young Rothschild to go there, vai 
I think one is there now, At any rate he was in Gallipoli, which is worse. And 
the volunteers I had in mind were not to fight man, merely to fight Nature. Our 
friend Jabotinsky, more audacious than I, called for a Jewish battalion—to 
advance the Jewish claim on Palestine—his plan was not very likely, it was not a 
very convincing adaptation of means to end, but it was a forlorn hope and its aim 
was noble, yet he was howled down likea Haman, Believe me, if Jews find 
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themselves to-day in so wretched a situation, it is largely because they have 
shirked the price of nationality, because they have preferred to pay it piecemeal 
in pogroms, instead of once for all in one great sum of effort. (Cheers.) 

WY 93°93 Such an opportunity of cancel- 
ling our sins, the Zionists tell us, may occur soon in Palestine. My own reading 
of the situation is not so favourable, But if the opportunity does come of laying 
the foundatidns of a Jewish State let us rise to it

But whatever happens as regards Palestine, unless this war—whicb, in the 
answer to Germany's Peace Proposal, Rassia takes the lead in proclaiming to be 
a war for the “ recognition of the priaciple-of nationalities "—brings the Russian 
Jew emancipation, then the end of this war must be the beginning of a jewish 
war for freedom, That is a claim that can wait no longer, a campaign we can no 
longer conduct on a peace footing. It may be that freedom will bring to th® 
Eastern Jew only the same degeneration that it has brought in the West. But 
the Russian Jews are six millions, and there is safety in numbers. And if there is 
really to be “ recognition of the principle of nationalities ” they may even take 
their place in a re-constructed Federal Russia. But whatsoever their future the 
present scandal to civilisation must cease. For the voice (of the blood of our 
brothers cries unto us from the ground. Of old, from the depths of their anguish 
our forefathers sometimes allowed to penetrate into their literature or their 
liturgy a cry for vengeance, and we have glossed it over with apologies. To-day 
the friends of Belgium are reading the Old Testament with a new appreciation : 
to-day it is the meek Gospel of Galilee that is glossed over, and the maxim of 
“ Eye for eye, tooth for tooth,” long supposed to be the brand of a bloodthirsty 
breed unillumined by the second Revelation, has been pushed forward as the 
central principle of Christianity, Even the official manifesto of the Allies demands 
first of all “ Penalties” for the “ innumerable outrages ” committed by Germany, 
“Penalties, Reparation, Guarantees” so runs the formula. But Jewry asks from 
Russia neither Penalties, nor Reparation, only Guarantees—Guarantees of “{ree- 
dom and future security.” And these we must and will have! 

From you to-night I have had both reparation and guarantee—reparation for 
what other Jews have said or done, and a guarantee that 1 may continue my 
work, secure of your friendship, even should we differ. Gratitude bas been 
defined as a lively sense of future favours. My gratitude to you takes the shape 
of a lively sense of future labours. The nature of these labours I have endeavoured 
to indicate to-night at the risk of repaying your dinner with a drosha. An 
American Christian bas written a book called “Justice for the Jew.” Thatis 
excellent—he is one of the few Christians who really are minding their own 
business. For it is their business even more than ours. But to us, still more 
essential than “ Justice for the Jew” is “ The Jew for Justice!” (Loud cheers.)! 


Mr. Joseru COWEN said that he was announced to speak on Zangwill’s 
aspects. That was, however, unnecessary since Mr. Zangwill had anticipated 
him and told them what his aspects were. He had known Zangwill for about 
thirty-five years. He knew. him first when he wasa teacher in the Jews’ Free 
School, and had seen him become a teacher of free Jews.  Zangwill was not 
merely a combination of brain and bravery, as had been suggested, but he 
possessed a Jewish heart. There were many Jews amongst them who possessed 
Jewish hearts but no heads, there were also many Jewish “ heads” without Jewish 
hearts, and, added Mr. Cowen (turning to Mr. Herman Landau), there were some 
Jews who possessed large Jewish hearts, but—-—(laughter). Zangwill had botha 
Jewish head anda great Jewish heart. Referring to the remarks of Mr. Zangwill 
about a Jewish State in Palestine, Mr. Cowen said that be for one would cease 
to be identified with Zionism if he thought that a Jewish State in Palestine would 
be on the same lines as all present States were run. It was because the countries 
in which Jews lived were not as they should be that Jews demanded Palestine, 
where an ideal Jewish State could be formed. ° 

Mr. L. A. Jovovugs said that he had to speak to the theme, Zangwill's influence 
upon the Anglo-Jewish community. Who Zangwill was, what Zangwill had done 
and was trying to do, they all knew; but who the Anglo-Jewish community was 
and what it was doing, nobody knew. Mr. Zangwill had proved to them that one 
could be a prominent English writer without throwing overboard every Jewish 
feeling, without chaaging one’s Jewish name and without hiding behind a British 
nom de plume. Mr. Zangwill had proved to them that a Jew could be a patriotic 
subject of His Majesty without treating Galician Jews as alien enemies, Mr. 
Zangwill tried to make them realise that they were not Englishmen of the 
“ Jewish faith "—but Jews, and as such, they had a great work to perform for the 
Jewish nation. 

Mr. L. Piticuowsky described in poetical language how he would 
picture Zangwill. He would, he said, picture him as one of the most beautif.! 
trees among the Jewish people, productive of the richest—and most wonderful— 


fruit; ideas enriching and ennobling Jewish life. The Jewish masses, he 
said, were proud of their “ Rabbi Israel Zangwill.” He in his tarm should be 
proud of the Jewish masses, who were honouring him that evening,

Prize Distributions. , 


BRIXTON HEBREW AND RELIGION CLASSES. 

On Suaday, the Chief Rabbi presided at the tenth annual prize distribution to the 
pupils of the classes. After the Mincha Service, a bouquet was. handed to Mrs. Cowen 
(Mcs. Hertz having been prevented from attending, as announced, owing to the iilness of 
one of her children), by Baby Mishcon. 

The Rev. A. Mishcon, Superintendent of the classes, before presenting the report, 
referred to a former member of their committee and to a former pupil, both of whoiu had 
given their lives for the country. By the death in action of 2nd-Lieut. Benjamin J. 
Polack, that committee had lost one of its ablest and most promising members, while 
the late Pte. Wolf Joel,-in offering himself at the age of seventeen, had set an example of 
patrietism of which they might well be proud. In the course of the repott, Mr. Mishcon 
said that forty-one pupils had been admitted during the year, An 6xamination had been 
held by Dr. Selig Brodetsky, with good results. 

Mr. HERMAN, President of the classes, thanked the ladies and gentlemen who had 
given the prizes. : 

The Cuter Rapsi said that he could not help going“batk in thought to a little overt 
three years ago, when it was his privilege to consecrat: the Brixton Synagogue, the firs* 
Synagogue consecrated by him as Chief Rabbi. Dr. Hertz made reference to two leaders 
of the community, two Vice-Presidents of the United Synagogue, who took part with 
him in that consecration.

4nd the teachers of that congregation. It only remained for the members to do their 
duty by supporting the classes. | 

Mr. WALTERS proposed a vote of thanks to the teaching staff, on whose behalf the 
Rev. A. MISHCON responded. 

Mr. M. ALBERT Jacoss, LL.B., in proposing a vote of thanks to the Chief Rabbi, 
said that the latter was only too ready when called upon to visit that district. Mr. 
Jacobs also thanked Mrs. Cowen for kindly filling the breach caused by the unavoidable 
absence of Mrs. Hertz. In conclusion, he expressed the hope that in the early future 
the Brixton Classes would have the pluck to award alprize‘for parents who assisted the 
teachers by sending their children to the school. 

The vote of thanks having been seconded by Mr. SiIMONS, and unanimously carried, 
the Corer RABBI, in replying, said how much both he and his wife regretted that she 
could not be there, He thanked Mrs. Cowen for so ably taking Mrs. Hertz's place 

Mrs. COWEN said that she considered it a great honour to be asked to distribute the 
prizes and would request the Chief Rabbi to take the bouquet to his wife.

NEW WEST END SYNAGOGUE CLASSES. 

The distribution of prizes to the children attending the classes was held “on Sunday- 
Mr. S. H. Emanuel presided. 

The Rev. EPHRAIM LEVINE, in his report, said that the number of children 6n the 
register was thirty-four. and that the average attendance was twenty-eight. He appealed 
to parents to manifest less_indifference in the matter of sending their children to the 
classes. . Various excuses had been made for the non-attendance of children of members 
of the synagogue, which included the fact that the premises in which the classss had 
hitherto bsen held were inadequate and unsuitable. The Board of Management had 
now taken the house joining the synagogue and had provided in it all that could be 
desired in the matter of premises. The teachers, the Revs. L. Geffen and B. N. 
‘Michelson, and Miss Wechsler were most energetic, in fact all that was wanting io the 
classes was the children. The classes had decided for the second year to join the 
Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes. He had to report, as far as he could in the 
short time he had been at the synagogue, fair regularity and good progress on the part 
of the pupils of the classes. .

The CHAIRMAN said that the fact that they had decided for the second year to join : 


the Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes was testimony of the trust they put in that 
body, and showed how much they welcomed and appreciated the advice it had to 
offer. He regretted the remissness of parents, who thus deprived their children of what 
he considered to be the backbone of their young lives. No reasonable expense had been 
spared to make the classes an entire success, and it was theréfore regrettable that they 
were not more popular. He suggested that in many cases parents preferred to have 
their children privately taught, and he considered that private tuition was a good supple- 
ment to, but nota substitute for classes in which the children were taught in an atmosphere 
of religious learning. Private tuition would, in his opinion, lead to private prayer, which 
would meano the synagogue becoming deserted by the generation that was now growing 
up. Mr. Emaauel ended his speech by addressing the -hildren. 

A vote of thanks to the teaching staff was proposed by Dr. A. E1ichHoLz, whospoke 
<f the work of the Union in other districts. A fortnight ago he had been at a Prize 
Distribution in Tottenham, when quite three hundred psople had been present, and the 
chiléren had had their little pieces of Chanucah candle, which they lighted as a symbol 
o‘ their desire for Judaism. The children of the West End Synagogue Classes were 
beter enabled to fulfil that desire than were their poorer brethren, and the purpose of 
the Union was to make it possible for them to help and assist other Synagogue Religion 
Classes by amalgamating their efforts.

JEWISH NATIONAL MOVEMENT. 


THE LATE MR. S. B. RUBENSTEIN. 
MEMORIAL SERVICE AT THE NEW SYNAGOGUE. 


Under the auspices of the English Zionist Federation, a service in memory ct 
the late Mr. S. B. Rubenstein (Vice-President and Hon. Treasurer of the Federa- 
tion), was held on Sunday last at the New Synagogue, Stamford Hill. The Rev. 
L. W. KLEIN rendered the service, and the Rev. S. Levy, M.A., delivered the 
following memorial sermon :— 


his brethren, I die; but God will surely visit you, and bring you up out 
of this land unto the land which he sware to Abraham, to Isaac. and to 
Jacob.—Gen-sis l., 24. If we bring back to mind the days of our childhood, we 
shall be able to recall the lesson in Hebrew reading when we were taught that 
there are five letters in the Hebrew alphabet which possess one shiape when they 
occur at the beginning or in the middle of a word, bat which assume a different 
form at the end of a word. 

If we set out in life with a clear aim, we must maintain our identity of purpose 
from the first to the last, we must preserve continuity of policy from the beginning 
tothe end. If we display consistency in our ideal, there will be a permanent con 
nection between the start and the conclusion. Just as the boy, the youth and 
the man differ in physical shape, yet retain an identity of individuality and 
personality, so, although the final achievement must of necessity possess a 
difterent form at the beginning or in the middle of the work, the letter will remain 
the same, because unity of aim and ideatity of ideal have been kept from the 
beginning to the end. 

This train of thought has been suggested by a Midrashic commentory on our 
letters of double shape can be interpreted as symbols of blessing and redemption.” 
The duplication of the first double letter, 5, is found in the encouragement given 
to Abraham, ‘}? }? “Get thee out of thy country , unto a land that I 
will shew thee” (Genesis xii, 1.) The duplication of the second letter, 'D, occurs 
in the blessing of Isaac, IN9 INOS JAW ADIN) “And I will multiply thee 
exceedingly” (Genesis xvii. 2). The duplication of the third double letter, 3, 
is associated withJacob, 8) °3?'S" “ Deliver me, I pray Thee” (Genesis xxxii., 12). 
The duplication of thefourth double letter, 5, is foundin our text, 393° 79D O'R) 
ONS “ But God will surely visit you ” (Genesis 1., 24). The duplication of the 
fifth double letter is appropriately reserved for the last, for the days of the 
Messiah, MOS WV? “I will raise unto David a righteous branch” 
(Jeremiah xxiii,, 5). 

If we examine this Midrash more closely, we shall discover that itis pretty in 
design and artistic in execution. The five double letters are given in their 
alphabetical order. The series of verses quoted are placed in ther Biblical 
sequence. The great figures are mentioned in their chronological order, Abraham, 
Isaac, Jacob, Joseph, and the Messiah. Thus the need of identity of ideal from 
the beginning to the end is neatly suggested. 

If we reflect more deeply on this Midrash, we shall observe that not one of 
the patriarchs, Abraham, Isaac, Jacob, or Joseph was privileged to see the com- 
plete fulfilment of his hopes in his own lifetime, and that the final realisation is 
looked for in the days of the Messiah. Standing as we do at such an immeasur 
able distance from these great heroes of Hebrew history, what should be our 
attitude towards our task in life? Shall we be so impressed by a sense of our 
human weakness, and by our knowledge of the chance that we may not live to 
finish our work, that we become depressed and exclaim, “ Vanity of vanities, all 
is vanity.” Shall wetherefore decide, why try toachieve anything’ That 
pessimism was only the ficst impulse of the great Preacher. [lor a practical 
working philosophy in daily life we may turn to the injunction of Rabbi Tarphon, 
breathing a braver spirit of optimism. “It may,not be thy destiny to complete 
the work, but neither art thou free to desist from making the attempt.” This 
rule so applicable to our private aims and hopes, is equally applicable in reference 
to our attitude towards a great movement. 

Thus it was with Solomon Ben-Elihu Rubenstein, whose memory we have 
met to honour. He was cut off in the prime of life. It was‘not his lot to live to 
complete his share in the great work to which he had devoted himself with con- 
spicuous earnestness and genuine enthusiasm. Lut he had never wavered. He 
No one need ask for a better epitaph 
on his life's work than that he made the great attempt. 

There are two elements in our love for the land of our fathers. There are 
those who find comfort and hope in wailing at the wall. There are those who 
kiss the stones and try to make thé lips of the dead move again with speech. 
There are those who love the soil and would force the earth to yield its secrets, 
and thus render clearer still every tender allusion to the past one can find in Holy 
Writ. We need this pious and literary strain of affection, and we cannot clo 
without it. But to our departed friend, this was only half of the true love of Zion, 
and it was the half which appealed to him least. It is no disparagement to his 
memory to recall the fact that he did not possess any strong feeling for or 
interest in this studious and antiquarian research. 

OY HOY PAD AA. “Two arks were carried before 
the children of Israel in the Wilderness. The one contained the bones of Joseph, 
as a sign of loyalty to the dead. The other enshrined the Tablets of the Law, as 
a symbot of faith in the ever-living God.” (Mechilta24b). When the late Mr. 
Rubenstein visited the Holy Land, he did not visit the graves of ancient times. 
He went to the colonies of to-day. He turned away, almost with impatience, 
from the precious memories of the past, and peered into the bright hopes for the 
future. He wanted Jewish /ifc, a land for the living present, a land with vigorous 
promise for the days to come. | Be 

As life is expressed in language, he devoted himself with keenness and ability 
to the spread of Hebrew as a living language. So he laboured and taught, 
founding a society here, organising classes there, delivering addresses and 
inspiring Jewish idealism wherever he went. And when he could be thus active 
with the Hebrew language as his medium of advocacy, his delight was greatest. 
Like the best and truest of teachers, he himself never gave up reading and learn- 
ing. Every morning he would rise early, and study a chapter of the Bible or a 
passage in the Talmud, and impart instruction to his own dear ones, before he 
proceeded to his business for the day. There was a sound reason for his passion 
for Hebrew education. He doubtless felt that as ignorance is the root of external 
prejudice agajnst Israel, so ignorance is the cause of Israel's curse of internal 
apathy to Israel's own destiny. 

Every movement, be it great-or smal!, can only triumph by reason of the 
sum of the efforts of its individual members to realise its achtevement. So yester- 
day, on concluding our reading of the first book of the Law, in-accordance with 
time-honoured custom, we exclaimed, one to the other, P?TM3) PIM “ Be strong. 
Be of good courage. Let us play the men for our people, and for the cities of 
our God: and the Lord do that which seemeth Him good” (II. Samuel, x., 12), 

ON POND, “From a man's memorial service 
it can be recognised whether he has entered into his true inheritance inthe life 
beyond the grave” (T..B. Sabbath, 153a). This .is not determined by the tears 
that are shed for his departure, or by the words that are uttered in bis honour, 
but by memorial serviee inthe best sense, service rendered, service inspired by 
his example, so that the work he loved does not suffer or languish because he has 
been withdrawn from taking his part in it. That is the true memorial service for

« BY ONE OF THEM. . . 


A great deal of interest has quite naturally been aroused by the story of that 
wonderful old Christian lady, “ Grandnursie Franklin,” whdé has paid humanity's 
inevitable debt. It is certainly true that in the Anglo-Jewish families of other 
days these faithful retainers became almost as Jewish in thought and action as 
their employers. This, I think, was even more pronounced in the case of middle- 
class families, where the barrier between employer and servant was rather less 
evident. Within my own recollection there was a faithful old servant in a family 
well known to me who sang the Friday evening prayers by heart, and-—I seek no 
forgiveness for repeating the circumstance—knew the son's Barmitzvab portion 
almost as well as the lad himself. 


It must have been rather embarrassing to have had to listen to Mary Jane 
hamming the festival tunes on weekdays, or singing Binero at the wrong season 
of the year, But this was one of the penalties of imperfect education. It makes 
me smile when I call to mind the master of the house singing the Beracha, and 
Sallie, or Susan, wagging her head in time with the melody. But what a 
Beracha. Dear me! you sould hear it from one end of the street to the other. 
oe wae Sabbath in those days ; in 1917 it is regarded as matinée day. More's 
the pity! 


Was her name Betsy? Perhaps one of my readers can help me. My very 
good friend, Rabbi Henry Cohen, of Galveston, sends me a charming letter say- 
ing how delighted he was with the birthday issue of this journal and with the 
reminiscences that adorn it pages. ‘“ You write about Leoni,” he says. “ Why, 
even the Sephardim forsook their own snoga to hear him, at a time when 
Sephardi and Ashkenaz wouldn't intermarrv,; and the Tedesco was something 
separate and apart.” But about Betsy. ‘ What,” asks my reminiscent Rabbi, 
“what was the name of the Jewess who danced at the Victoria ballet ‘ over the 
water?’ Betsy, wasn’t it?” My dear old Galveston friend recalls as a boy sing- 
ing “ Betsy, the Belle of the Ballet,” a jingle with an allitérative twist that pleased 
“the Lane boys” of those far-off days. ‘Tis a pity we've grown so matter-of-fact 
to-day. We drink no longer to the twinkling feét of the fairest of the dancers in 
Israel. But those were the days when Prohibition talk was not. 


I bear that there is a deal of dissatisfaction and resentment in Whitechapel at 
the suddenness of Sir Stuart Samuel's decision to relinquish his seat in Parlia- 
ment. This decision, coupled with the information that Sir Stuart's successor 
was already in the field, came to Whitechapel at a time when a contested election 
would have imperilled the immediate interests of shopkeepers and stallholders 
alike. It has long been the hope of Whitechapel to send to St. Stephen's a man 
who has the interests of the district at heart; who knows its needs and its aspira- 
tions and whose sole object is really to represent the constituency that honours 
him by crowning his candidature with success. As an Independent Candidate, 
Mr. John R. Raphael is the man after Whitechapel’s heart; and when the 
General Election eventually comes, we shall see—what we shall see. 


Mr. Raphael first loomed large in the public eye as a champion of the much- 
maligned costerménger. It was he who enabled the world to realise that the 
Chevalier type of coster was a type of the past, and that in the lowly roadside 
Whiteley was an individual with rights, ideals, and privileges. Time and again he 
has acted as the Costermongers’ spokesman, defending their interests, castigating 
their detractors in the columns of the Press, bringing a logical mind and a broad 
humanity to bear upon problems that affect the livelihood of the Ghetto's toiling 
thousands. 


It is a great pity that the hopes of the Costermongers’ Union are to be tempo- 
In the meantime, the Union will not be idle. Of Alderman 
Kiley, the new M.P., it must be said that he is a warm friend and admirer of our 
people and our institutions, a man of tolerant disposition and sympathetic 
character. His year of office as Mayor may have given him an insight into the more 
pressing problems of the constituency, in which case Whitechapel will have been 
acting in its best interests in returning him to Parliament until such time as the 
electors of the country are appealed to once again. Whitechapel, to-day, is in no 
mood for the professional canvasser or the fair solicitor of hesitant votes. The 
price of potatoes is a problem more pressing, by far.

“ He comes of a race where, at the age of sixteen, they are able to conduct large 
businesses.” 


It is a pity to have to relate that this enterprising young Israelite, whose father 
can neither read nor write, was ordered to join up in twenty-eight days. There 
is no getting away from the fact that among the Jewish schoolboys, for example, 
the proportion of the commercially-minded is exceedingly high. 


Is this a record for Bevis Marks? I am told that the other day a marriage 
between a deaf and.dumb bride and bridegroom was solemnised at the Shaar 
Hashamayim, The event must have fluttered those good sou's who expect 
nothing but the conventional within the walls of the dear old Esnoga. 


The East London Synagogue, on the other hand, situated as it is in the midst 
of a vast cosmopolitan community, is no stranger to “unusual” weddings. It 
was not so very long ago that a family of professional Russian dwarfs found their 
way under the Chupah to celebrate the wedding of a very diminutive couple, 
The inevitable Press photographer snapped the Ghetto Liliputians as they made 
their blissful way to the carriage and pair. I believe this was a “cheap” 
wedding, too. But, then, a reduced fee would seem appropriate, under the 
circumstances.
